HE. complaint, which is the fub- 

ject of the following Treati/e, is 
diftinguifhed by feveral different appel- 
lations. The searned have termed it 
Elephantiafis; and it is alfo frequently 
called the Glandular difeafe. The mott 
general name, however, by which it hath 
been marked, is that of FEVER and 
AGUE. By Fever and Ague we ufually 
underftand the intermittent fever; and 
there certainly is a manifeft improprie- 
ty in calling a difeafe FEVER and 
AGUE, when, in many inftances, it is 
not accompanied with either of the fymp- 


toms which characterize intermittents.

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‘It is a generally received opinion, that. 
the phyficians Town and Hillary applied 
the name of e/ephantiafis to this diftemper. 
With fefpect to the latter, this point 
1S indifputable ; but whether the former 
adopted this application of the term, is 
a matter which may be contefted. The 
impropriety of doing it. will be. clearly 
DS eaat from. the hifory of the difeafe ; 
for we fhall find, that although the “wer } 
extremities are moft frequently the feat of 
thefe morbid enlargements, yet the dif- 
order. is:{pecifically the fame, when the 
Scrotum, the upper extremities, the breafts, 
or any other parts of the body, are. afs 
fected. 


Admitting that by e/ephantiafis the An- 
tients meant a difeafe fimilar to that ect pile 
is here treated of, as Door Hillary ad- 
vances ; it is ftill very certain that the 


fame —

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fame denomination was applied, by the 
earlier phyficians, to diforders of another 
kind; particularly when the Lepra Ara- 
bum, or even in fome inftances when the 
dues venerea, affected the legs and feet, fo as. 
to produce fuch preternatural enfargements 
as exhibited fome refemblance to the Jeet 
of an elephant. 


My reafon for rejecting this appella- 
tion is, that it appears to me too vague; 
and I have fubftituted one jwhich, in my | 
opinion, is moft applicable both to the 
mature and feat of the diforder; for f 
fhall endeavour to prove beyond a doubt, 
that i¢ is a difeafe affeQting the glands of 
the fymphatic fyftem.

only, or the principal parts, in which they 
had {een the complaint. | 

The account of the former writer is ex- 
tremely fuperficial and erroneous; the latter 
feems ‘to have taken much pains, and has 
been in many refpects accurate in his de- 
{cription or hiftory of the difeafe, as far as 
it was known to him. Since the time of 
his publication, however, this malady has 
become very general, affecting various parts 
of the body +, and being more frequently at- 
tended with fatal confequences. Many ufe- 
ful difcoveries have alfo been made in the me- 
dical art, particularly in anatomy  phyfiology 
hath likewife been cultivated with advan- 
tage, and the nature and action of medi- 
cines have been better afcertained. Thefe

Various improvements have undoubtedly 
fupplied further illuftrations, and afforded 
a more ample fcopé for inveftigation ; fo 
that a nearer approach to perfection might 
reafonably be expected from fucceeding 
inquiries. 

Door Town, if he means the Glandular 
complaint, confounds this diforder w ith thé 
Lepra Arabum. “ This difeafe, fays he, 
** which is no rare thing to be met with among 
** the Negroes, bears a great affinity to the 
“* deft accounts we have of the Lepra of the 
*¢ Arabians.” By his conclufion he feems 
to be convinced that it is the fame fpécies 
of /eprofy as that ptoduced by the overflow- 
ing of the Nik. ‘* Sometimes white people, 
* whofe unhappy circumftances have reduced 
“* them to hardfhips but little inferior to what 
« the blacks are obliged to undergo, have given 
** us proofs that this difeafe 1s not limited to

‘information we can derive from his account, 
is, that the white inhabitants, as well as the 
negroes, were fubject to. enlarged legs: but 
it does not appear from him that they were 
the confequence of this difeafe of the lym- 
phatics. He fays nothing of the -Fever 
which is frequently produced, or of the me- 
thod of cure. He athrms, contrary to what 
we now generally obferve, that thofe per- 
fons are chiefly liable to the difeafe, whe 
have previoufly experienced fome other te- 
dious illnefs ; for although convalefcents are 
not exempt from this diforder, yet it moft 
commonly attacks thofe who are otherwife 
in apparent health, and have not been af- 
fected with any other difeafe from which 
we might have any reafon to conclude, that 
thefe enlargements were induced by a de~ 
pofition of vitiated humours. ‘* In the be- 
** ginning, {ays the Doctor, a perfon is weak, 
‘© cachectical, and emaciated, will the glut of 
** vitiated humours fubjide into the legs aud 
“feet, which at this time begin to appear 
‘¢ gedematous, &c.” ‘The error of this af- — 
-fertion will appear hereafter, 


Doctor 
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Dottor Hillary has contended for the an- 
tiquity of this diftemper *, and quotes fome 
authors to prove that it exifted in Perfa 
and 


* It is not poffible to afcertain that Abubeker Mo- 
hamed Rhazis by the Elephantiafis could have meant 
this diforder, even from the circumftances that are ad- 
duced by Doctor Hillary himfelf, in fupport of this 
opinion, Let me be allowed to quote me own words 
upon this occafion : 

“¢ This difeafe was well SehAted by Abubeker Moe 
“¢ hamed Rhazis, who lived in Perfia about 850 years 
“¢ fince ; and he does not fpeak of it as a diftemper 
“© that was new in his time; therefore we may con- 
“clude, that it was well known in Perfia, Arabia, 
‘< Egypt, and the other parts of Africa alfo, as Lu- 
‘¢ cretius mentioned it, many ages before that time, as 
“© 4 difeafe of that quarter of the world. 

“‘ But I cannot think with Doétor Town, that this 
© difeafe has any affinity to the Lepra Arabum, though 
“© feveral of the Arabian phyficians, or rather their 
*¢ tranflators, have called the true Lepra Arabum by 
*¢the name of Elephantia; but Rhazis diffinguifhes 
“¢ them clearly; and how the other Arabians fince him, 
** and the European phyficians fince them again, have 
a confdunded their names, is difficult to determine. 

‘¢ However it is much to be wifhed, that the Ara- 
*¢ bians, who are the firft phyficians that have men- 
- tioned this difeafe, had more fully defcribed its fir/? 
ee fmptims and appearance, and the manner of its coming

and Arabia, 1 cannot fearch into this mat- 
ter, from my inability of obtaining the dooks 
he refers to; but it is obvious, by his 
adopting of the fame indefinite term, that he 
confounds this-difeafe with other diforders 
which the ancients called Evephantiafis, as 
J have already faid in the preface. 

The Glandular diforder was unnoticed in 
this Zand till about eighty years ago. 
The firft white perfon in whom it was 
very confpicuous, as I have been inform= 


ed by ctedible perfons of advanced age, 


¢ on, and scented to its full frate, more accurately 
¢¢ and clearly than they or any fince them have.” 

But fince they have not done this either clearly or accu- 

rately, every thing deduced from fuch authorities muft be 
merely conjectural. 
“I think none of the Greek phyficians have given 
“° us any defcription of this difeafe; neither have any of 
“* the Arabians, except Mahomed Ebn ZachariaRhazis, _ 
‘* who has defcribed its laft or full-grown ftate very 
‘ee well, but not the preceding fever which produces it.” 

This Mahomed Ebn Zacharia Rhazis feems only to 
shave defcribed the appearances of an enlarged and de- 
formed leg ; we cannot therefore think that Dr. Hillary — 
‘had any reafon to fay, that the difeafe he treated of was 
the fame as that which Rhazis called Elephantiafis.

SECT, I. of BARBADOES) 7 
was named Francis Briggs *, though better 
known by the nick-name of Chriftopher 
Columbus. It was indeed with difficulty I 
could find out his real name. It was fo 
uncommon a thing, at that time, to fee a 
perfon with thefe large /egs, that this poor 
man’s name was ufed as a bug-bear to 
frighten children with. It is not however 
.. improbable that the negroes might have 
been affected with this difeafe, and their 
complaints not fufficiently attended to. 

I would fcarce venture to advance that 
the Glandular difeafe is confined to Baréa- 
does, becaufe, having as yet been but very 
imperfeétly defcribed, it cannot have been 


* Francis Briggs was a native of Ireland, a tall, ftrong 
man, had coarfe black hair, and was much addiéted to 
the ufe of /pirituous liquors. Wis employment was that 
of carrying the dead, and he affifted the fexton of Saint 
Michael's parifh in digging grayes. He was afflicted 
with the Glandular difeafe upwards of twenty years pre- 
vious to his death, and both his /egs were exceedingly 
enlarged. Itis remarked that he was an extraordinary 
good fwimmer. His indigent circumftances reduced 
him to the neceffity of refiding in the A/ms-hou/e of this 
parifh, where he died, and was buried about the year 
1760. He had neither wife nor children. ©

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properly compared with the diforders of 
other countries. I have made yery ftrict 
inquiry, and have not been able to difco- , 
ver, with any degree of certainty, that it 
ever did appear in the neighbouring D/ands, | 
except only in one inftance, which I fhall 
mention. Notwithftanding this, perhaps 
the difeafe may have been overlooked ; 
time however, and more accurate obferva- 
tion, will fhortly determine this matter. 
There is a malady, which though not per- 
-fectly deferibed, feems, by the brief account 
given of it by Mr. Clarke, to be fomewhat 
fimilar in its appearances to the Glandular 
diforder, when it affects the feet and the /egs. 
“« The firft fettlement on the Malabar coaft, of 
“© any note, belonging to the Englith, zs Anjon- 
<< oa*, Near the fhore, the laud ts low and 
“* qvoody, and the water bad. Cocheen, belong 
“* ing to the Dutch fetétlers, 1s fituated on the 
‘< banks of a river, In the wet feafon, as tor- 
** rents of rain defcend from the mountains, all 
“* the water 1s thick and muddy. It 1s fuppofed, 
<< that the monftrous fwelled legs to which the

§ India by the name of Cocheen-legs, are 
** accafioued by the impurity of thefe waters ; 
“* however this may be, from the longeft refi- 
v4 dence, no European becomes lable to the 
«¢ fame difeafe ; it cannot indeed be properly 
“* termed a difeafe, for the natives of Cocheen 
‘* are extremely healthy; neither is the bulk 
** of their legs the leaft inconvenience to them. 
‘* No preternatural weight ts to be obferved. 
‘‘ They are ftrong-bodied, and enjoy as much 
‘agility as if they ‘were totally exempt had 
‘* this unfeemly deformity.” 

From this brief account no certain con- 
clufion can be drawn. Europeans are how- 
ever fubject to the Glandular difeafe of Bar= 
badoes. 

The following ca/es were noticed in 1 Lon 
don by Mr. Hew/on, who remarks ‘‘ that 
‘© rhe cellular membrane zs fometimes filled 
°* with a gelatinous fluid, which does not ooze 
“© out, when the integuments are fcarified, 
‘© nor does it retain the impreffion, by being 
‘< preffed by the finger, asin a common cafe 
“© of am anafarca. This was remarkable in a 
“© woman who was in St. George’s Hofpital 

| “6 @ few 
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“a few years ago, and who at the fame time 
** bad an obftru€tion of ber mentfes, but no 
‘© other fymptom of il health: the legs of 
«this woman were fwollen to twice their or- 
“* dinary fize, but did not pit on being preffed 
‘with the finger. A cafe of the fame fort 
© may now be feen in one of the nurfes of St. 
*« Bartholomew's Ho/pital.” 'Thefe inftan- 
«6 ces feem, I think, to have fome evident 
«« refemblance to the effect produced by the 
diforder of this and. . How far the fimi- 
larity goes, will appear when we have 
finifhed our account of the difeafe. 
The fever which moft commonly, though 
by no means conftantly, accompanies the 
Glandular complaint, is a regular and truly 
characterized paroxy{m of fever: in its 
‘returns, however, it is evidently and to- 
tally diffimilar from any intermittent fever 
that has hitherto been defcribed. The 
frequency of the attacks of the Ghindular 
difeafe during life is various; fome perfons 
have it but once; others are affected with 
it at diftant intervals, and others again more, 
frequently. Neither have thofe yyho are 
habituated to this ma/ady, or even the 
) ; 3 moft 
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moft attentive and accurate obfervers, been 
able to afcertain any degree of regularity 
in the return of the feverifh paroxyfm, It 
may attack the patient feveral times in the 
week, at other times it will not appear for 
months, or even years; for the return of 
the difeafe depends on the patient’s ex- 
poling himfelf to thofe occafional caufes 
which produce it, and, if fufficient care 
were taken to avoid them, might be pre- 
vented. When a perfon has been once 
feized with the complaint, a flight caufe 
will fubje&t him to a freth attack. 

Men and women are equally liable to 
the Glandular difeafe ; even children are not 
exempt from it. It is my opinion, that 
among thofe of different fex and age, the 
neceffitous and the moft imprudent are 
moft obnoxious to the malady.

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Symptoms, Appearances, ana Seat of the | 
Di ifeafe. 


HE diforder is fudden in its attack, 

though I believe there are few per- 
fons, if any, who cannot trace the origin 
of it from fome evident inattention on 
their part, which may be very fufficient — 
to produce the complaint *, admitting the 
exiftence of the predifponent caule,, aytiate 


ever that. may be. 


There are no “material differences be-= 
tween the fymptoms of the fever which 
fometimes attends the Glandular complaint, 
and the regular paroxyfm -+ of an intermit-— 
tent fever, except that ‘the Aot fit is’ often 
conliderably protracted, that the naufea and 
head-ach are more violent, and frequently 
accompanied with delirium. The difeafe 1s 
truly characterized by the appearances it 
produces in the /ymphatic fyfiem. ; Thefe are.

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almoft univerfally a certain cord, which is 
hard or red, (often both *) extending in the 
ordinary direction of the /ympbatic veflels, 
towards the lymphatic gland. The part af- 
fected with the di/ea/e fwells, and puts on a 
fbining and an oedematous appearance. It does 
not however often pit to the touch, though 
{trongly preffed with the finger, except 
only when the d/eafe is recent; the effect 
of preffure is then the fame as in cafes of an 
anafarca. ‘The joint neareft to the affece 
tion becomes {tiff and contracted +, in con- 
- fequence of the neighbouring imfammation 
and /welling. | | 
When the concomitant fever abates, after 
a duration which varies in different pa- 
tients, -it leaves the /ocal /welling and inflam- | 
mation, which continue for a few days 
afterwards. The /wellng indeed feldom 
entirely fubfides, particularly when it hap- 
pens that the /ower extremities are affected. 
There are fome inftances however in which 
thefe enlargements have totally difappeared, 
The lymphatic gland has in feveral cafes 
been left enlarged and indurated. Some-

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times the izflammation in the lymphatic gland 
proceeds to /uppuration. ‘The inflammation 
that takes place in the /ympbatic veflels is 
of the ery/pelatous kind*, and fometimes 
terminates in mortification, At other times, 
however, it emulates the rheumatifin +, and 
in feveral inftances, ab/ceffes have been form- 
ed in the ce//ular fubftance. Ulcers, which 
are difficult of cure, are in fome cafes the 
confequence of thefe ab/ceffes t. 

When the dijfeafe fixes itfelf in the fcros 
tum, the inflammation {preads to the tefticle §. 
In fuch cafes the pain i$ excruciating, and 
if not properly treated, the mfammation 
terminates in fcbirrbus, or in an effufion be- 
tween the coats of the ¢e/ficle, and produces 
bydrocele; hence alfo that unfightly diforder 
has become common in our Jfand. Some- 
times very painful /uppurations take place 
in the body of the efick, which are dan- 
gerous. I have feen an inftance not un- 
like the cafe of W.C. of this T/land, as 
defcribed by Mr. Dale Ingram, in his prac=

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tical Cafes and Odfervations in Surgery. 
When the drea/fs are the parts affected by 
this diforder, it leaves /chirrhous indurations, 
which are very often troublefome, and 
fometimes: break out into ulcers of a can 
cerous nature, which are very difficult of 
healing, and fometimes incurable. 

Each attack. of the Glandular difeafe 
leaves the part affected larger and larger; 
and when it happens to be in the “g, Dr. 
Hillary's defcription of it is accurate. We 
find the leg and foot fwelled*; the tkin, 
which in the early date of the complaint 
was {mooth though {wollen +,, begins to be 
rough }, and at laft_feems {caly ; or rather the 
part appears. as if it were covered with a 
great number of watts§. There are many 
traces of former fiftures and cracks ||, and . 
in this manner the \eg increafes in fize upon 
every attack of the difeafe, ¢ill at length it is 
enlarged to an enormous bulk, and deformities 
inconceivably varied are produced. It doth

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not however always occur in this violent 
degree. In many perfons there is only a 
fimple oedematous enlargement of the leg, and 
if the part be not very confiderably aug- 
mented in fize, neither the ativity nor the 
apparent health of the perfon are evidently 
impaired. 

The fopical affections have fallen on va- 
rious parts of the body; the ead, the ffo- 
mach, the breafts, the bowels, and the upper 
extremities ; but moft commonly the /crotum 
or the lower extremities ; and it is to be no= 
ticed, that when the Jymphatic glands, fitu- 
ated high in the groz, in the line between 
the abdomen and the thigh, are inflamed, then 
the /crotum is affected. If the zmfammation 
fhould fix upon. the glands on the upper 
part of the z¢high, then a thigh, leg, OF 
foot is difeafed. 

There are feveral cafes in which both 
legs have been affected *: fometimes one leg 
and one arm. In one or two perfons the 
leg has been fo. confiderably enlarged,. and 
indeed the diforder {o. little under{tood, 
that the affected dimb has been amputated.

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The difeafe has afterwards invariably at- 
tacked fome other parts of the body. 

As in other cafes of preternatural tumors, 
fo inthis, we find that the blood-veffels are 
diftended ; the /welling of the part is often 
fo great as to produce a rupture of the fRiz, — 
and from thefe cracks and fifures a fluid 
iffues, which at firft is as clear as water 
and as thin ; it afterwards gellies, or as the 
‘patients exprefs it, grows like glue. 

The diffection* of dead bodies hath 
proved that thefe cafes in general bear a> 
great refernblance to each other. A gen- 
_éleman, who diffeCted a negro having an en- 
larged leg, informed me that the appear- 
ances were much the fame-as related by 
Dr. Hillary. The fin was thick and bard, 
almoft Aorny; and the celular fubftance 
become of a griily nature. The blood-ve/- 
fels were diftended; and an zchorous fluid, 
mixed with an oz/y matter, oozed out of the 
difeafed parts in {mall quantity. The feri- 
ofteum was much thickened. The mufeles, 
tendons, ligaments, and bones were found in a

Fever not the Caufe but a Symptom of the 
Glandular. Difeafe.—Ozther Animals befide 
Man affected with it.—Rank of the Difeafe 
in methodical Nofology. 


N order to determine whether this d/eafe 
of the lymphatic fyfiem was the caufe or 
the confequence of the fever, I have in- 
quired-very affiduoufly of perfons accuf- 
- tomed to the diorder, whether the cold fis 
of the fever preceded the local affection ; 
and have been univerfally informed, that, 
where fever was attendant, all the firft at-. 
tacks of the diforder, before it became habi- 
tual, manifefted themfelves in the follow- 
ing manner. gui | 
The patient perceives a fenfe of pam in 
the part, which in many cafes is very evi- 
dent *, whilft in others it is fearce per-

10 | ceptible ; 
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ceptible * then a lump or kernel arifes, 
which is the lymphatic eland, and a hard 
cord, which is a clufter of lymphatic veffels 
-paffing into the gland. Thefe appearances 
take place fometimes eight or ten’ hours 
before the cold fit and the fubfequent fe- 
brile heat come on |. 

The inflammation of the. hmpbhatic gland, 
the fwelling of the part, and all the local 
affections, make their appearance, in many 
inftances, without the leaft degree of fever t ; 
but when the djeafe hath exifted for any 
length of time, as a local complaint, the 
regular paroxyfint of fever § has fupervened, 
in moft of the cafes that have fallen under 
my notice. Many cafes, however, of the 
Glandular diforder are, even from the firft 
attack of the di/ea/e, attended with the /e- 
brile paroxyfm ||. 

That the fever, when it appears, is a 
confequence of the Glandular affection, and

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is produced by it, feems to be proved from 
obfervation, and particularly from the fol- 
lowing remarks, which I hope will juftify 
mein my opinion that the fever is fymp- 
tomatic. 

The Glandular difeafe has been ex- 
cited fometimes with, at other times with- 
out, this /ymptomatic fever, by means of 
a topical irritating caufe applied to the 
lymphatic gland. In fuch cafes it has fre- 
quently arifen from ulcers * produced by 
the infects called chiegoes-+, or by other 
caufes; as alfo after wounds or inflammations. 
In other cafes the complaint has been pro- 
duced from the abforption of fome ftimu- 
lating matter +; for the matter being thus

_ { The caufe which makes ulcers on the legs fo difft- 
cult of healing, in this J/and, has not yet been invefti- 
gated? The reafon'of this feems to be, that the ulcer, 
in pafling through the lymphatic gland, produces more or 
lefs of the Glandular difeafe. The increafed fwelling 
and inflammation that are excited, aggravate the pain of 

‘the wer, make it worfe, and greatly retard the cure. 


abforbed 
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abforbed by the /ymphatics, and conduéted 
to the /ymphatic glands, the inflammation has 
_been raifed in them, with every othee 
fymptom-diftinguifhing the complaint. 

May it not from hence be inferred, that . 
the difeafe is feated in the /ymphatic fy/- 

tem, and that the fever, which fometimes 
attends, is no more than the confequence 
of it? This conclufion, I prefume, will be 
readily admitted, if the circumftances above- 
mentioned be fufficiently attended to, wiz. 
Firft, That the difeafe may be produced by 
a topical irritating. caufe. Secondly, That 
when there is fever, it is conftantly pre- 
ceded by the Local fymptoms, uniefs the 
complaint, by frequent returns, fhall have 
become habitual. T4rd/y, That in many 
cafes no fever is excited ; for it will cer- 
tainly be allowed that a confequence can- 
not precede its caufe; nor can it be faid 
that thefé exlargements are produced by 
Jever, when in many cafes, even of the 
worft nature, no fever exifts *,

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When the diforder is feated in the head, 


ftomach, or bowels, which doth not often 
happen, the fymptoms are not fo diftinct ; 
for then it emulates ifammations of thofe 
parts. If, however, the patient feized with 
fuch fymptoms be accuftomed to the 
Glandular difeafe, we have reafon to fuf- 
pect it, and this thould make us cautious 
in our practice, I have known a patient, 
liable to the complaint, to be feized with 
violent pain in the fomach, which has con- 
tinued for many hours before the febrile 
Symptoms made their appearance. 

I believe the internal parts, when the 
diforder is there feated, are, for the moft 
part, primarily affected with the Glandular 
difeafe. It may happen, however, that an 
imprudent and fudden repulfion of the m- 
flammation from the extremities, may caufe 
it, in a few inftances, to fall on the fomach 
and Jewels. I know but of one inftance 
of this kind. See Cafe N° 7. : 

In obferving attentively the whole pro- 
grefs of this difeafe, it is to be remarked, 
that very frequently, though by no means - 
conftantly, the /ocal fymptoms exift, even to 

an 
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an extreme degree of violence, without 
wever *. 

After fome attacks of this kind, more 
or lefs frequent, the /ocal affection is then 
ufually followed by the febrile paroxy/m +.

When the d/eafe has exifted for a very 
confiderable time, itis not by any means fo 
violently painful as in the incipient ftate: 
hence the focal affection is not fo much felt. 
Probably the increafed bulk of the part, 
which depends, as I -fhall endeavour to 


prove, on the lymph of the dled being ef-

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fufed and coagulated, may render it con- 
fiderably lefs fufceptible of pain; for, at 
this late period, the di/eafe bears a great re- 
femblance to thofe tumors that are called 
featomatous, the nature of which we know 
is not painful. 

Perfons who are habituated to this ma- 
Jady, have often -a remarkable unpolifhed 
whitenefs of the teeth, which in the morning 
are fometimes covered with a brown, te- 
nacious mucus. ‘The gums feem to have a 
flight /corbutie appearance. « / 

Horfes are equally liable to the diforder 
with the Auman {pecies ; which is evident 
from the great number of them that have | 
enlarged legs in confequence of this difa/e. 
A horfe of mine was fubje& to the dfor- 
der; and I had opportunities to obferve 
that it was attended with the fame fuccef- 
fion of fymptoms. : 

The animal feemed lame ; ay on exa- 
mination, a lymphatic gland of ‘that. extre- 
mity was found fwelled and inflamed. A cald- 
nefs of the ears, with the cold fit; &c. took 
place. 


The 
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The deg, during this time, became gra- 
dually fwollen, was much inflamed, and 
feemed painful. ‘The appearances of this 
difeafe are exactly the fame, in thefe ani- 
mals, asin the Auman {pecies. The occa- 
fional caufes we ‘hall find, too, are nearly 
-fimilar. _ After being heated by journies, 
the Jor/es are expofed to ftreams of ar ; our 
frables, in general, not affording fufficient 
fhelter from the wind and weather. | 

The means of relief are alfo the fame, 
Tartar emetic, joined with opzum, is a cer- 
tain remedy. The confequences of the 
difeafe are exactly fimilar; we may there- 
fore conclude that 4or/es are as liable to this 
diforder of the lymphatic fyftem, as the un- 
fortunate inhabitants of this country. 

I have been affured, from undoubted 
authority, that dogs have had the G/andu- 
Jar difeafe; and have been informed that 
barned cattle, and even poultry, have alfo been. 
affected with it: but no inftances of this’ 
kind have ever fallen ae my own ob- 
fervation. 

It is but of late years that any difcoveries 
have been made refpecting the anatomy and 


phyfiology 
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phyfiology of the lymphatic fyftem; it is not 


therefore a matter-of furprize, that we are, 
as yet, but imperfectly acquainted with 
many difeafes of this part of the animal 
frame. | 

_ After the preceding relation of facts, it | 
may be highly proper to determine the‘clafs 
in which this malady is to be placed in 
methodical nofology; and for this pur- 
pofe Dr. Cullen's fyftem is preferred. 

As the Glandular difeafe is not conftant- 
ly accompanied with pyrexia, it cannot 
properly be ranged in the firft clafs, Py- 
rexia; and although the fever, when it ap- 
pears, very much refembles the paroxyf{m _ 
of an intermittent (by far more fo than any 
fymptomatic fever I have ever feen or read 
of) yet ftill it cannot be claffed under the

HE diagnoftic fymptoms of the Glan- 

dular complaint * may be eafily col- 
Jeéted from the preceding account ; for it 
appears, that the zzfammation of the lym- 
phatic glands, with the cord compofed of 
lymphatic veffels+-, and the particular ez- 
largements may be reckoned pathognomonic 
figns. It is indeed a well-known fact, that 
the Glandular diforder moft frequently at- 
tacks the /ower extremities; and as the legs 
-are liable to be affected with /wellings in 
this, and in every country, from other 
caufes, it may be neceflary for the pathol~ 
gift to attend to the whole feries of the pe- 
culiar fymptoms of this d/ea/e, in order to 
diftinguifh it from thofe /wellings which

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frequently attend patients in a convalefcent 
ftate, after long fevers or dy/enteries, and 
from thofe which attack confumptive OF 
dropfical perfons. It will be equally ne- 
| ceflary to be able to difcriminate this com- 
plaint from others, which often produce 
enlargements and morbid appearances of 
the lower extremities; fuch as the leprofy, 
venereal dt ifeafe, yaws, joint-evil, &c. When 
the Glandular diforder affects the ferotum or 
mamme, it is eafy to diftinguifh it from 
any other diforder; but its characters are 
not quite fo diftinct, when the zuternal parts 
are affected. 

That the Glindular difeafe differs from 
other maladies of the Aymphatic fyftem, will 
be evident from comparifon. It will, I 
think, appear diffimilar from the /crophula, 
for that is a diforder peculiar to cold coun- 
tries; while the Glandular difeafe is found | 
in the torrid zone. The violence of the 

_ferophula is much diminifhed in a hot cli- 
mate, and the Glandular difeafe does not 
exift, to my knowledge, in a cold country *.

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Caufe of the Difeafe fuppofed to exéft in the 
Climate.—Indigenous at Barbadoes, and not 
exported from Ajrica.—Not arifing from bad 
Water.—Neither contagious nor hereditary. 


HE beft method of endeavouring to 
: attain to the knowledge of the caufes 
of diforders, feems to be, to obferve the 
peculiar fituation and mode of life of thofe 
who are particularly liable to be difeafed. 
It is obvious to every common obferver, 
that the negroes have this complaint more 
frequently than the white inhabitants: thefe 
poor creatures are badly clothed ; and their 
indifcretion expofes them to thofe circum- 
{tances, which, in my opinion, are the caufé 
’ of the difeafe. | 
‘When Zeated by hard labour,. or by the 
violent exercife of their amufements, or 
_ when they are intoxicated with rum, they 
frequently throw themfelves on the ground, 
and fleep till they are fufficiently refted, 
or till they become fober ; and it often 
happens that they remain expofed in this 
manner 
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manner for whole nights, After their xoon- 
day \abour, it is common for them to jump 
into ponds. Negroes too being without thoes, 
often get chiegoes and fores, in their feet and 
toes: thefe, as I have faid, are capable of 
bringing on the djeafe, when there is a 
difpofition in the habit to allow of its being 
excited. 

The poor inbabitants are in many rcieles 


in a lefs comfortable fituation than the ~ 


negroes who have humane matters, 

But to fay the truth, even the more 
wealthy inhabitants of both /exes, in this 
country, are not fufticiently attentive to 
avoid thofe indifcretions, which they well 
know are.apt to produce the djeafe. They 
fit in windows, or in places where a current 
of air blows upon them, after they have 
been Leated with walking or dancing. They. 
expofe themfelves to mght-air and damps ; 


and they often carry their indifcretion fo ° 
far, as to /leep with their windows open the - 


whole night. .Thefe, and other more no- 
torious inftances of imprudence, caufe the 
opulent to be affected no lefs than the poor 
and indigent. ‘There are very few perfons 

: who 


+ 
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who are fufficiently careful in avoiding the 
obvious occafional caufes of the Glandular 
_ difeafe. 

There muft, however, be fome caufe, pe« 
culiar to this unfortunate /pot, which ren- 
ders the diforder fo general here ; and what- 
ever that may be, it is probable it did not 
formerly exift ; for the difea/é is not of equal 
ftanding with the difcovery or fettlement 
of the colony. 

All the Caribbee Iflands are shed ie in the 
fame Jatitude; fome Jocal difference there- 
fore muft certainly exift in the air, water, or 
mode of ving, to which we may afcribe 
the remote caufe of this malady. The ob- 
vious differences, on comparing this [/land 
with others, are, firf, that Barbadoes is 
not fo high above the level of the /ea as the 
reft; and, in the next place, it is almoft en- 
 tirely divefted of trees. 

- The difeafes of Barbadoes were formerly 
the fame as’ thofe which are at this time 
met with in the other jlands ; but if pa- 
tients at prefent come here with intermit- 
tent or remittent fevers, they experience the 
greateft relief, | 

i D [have 
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I have known feveral cured without the 

affiftance of medicine, merely by the bene- 
fit they have received from the change of. 
air. ; | 
-. Tobago, which is a very uncultivated 
ifland when compared with this, abounds 
with fevers of the remzttent and imtermit- 
tent kinds. If patients afflicted with thefe 
diforders arrive at this place, while there is 
ftill any reafonable expectation of relief, 
they are fure to recover; and, on the other 
hand, Iam very credibly informed that per- 
fons, however afflicted with the Glandular 
difeafe while at Barbadoes, when they go 
to refide at Tobago, are never attacked with 
it. ‘* Non folum in morbts curandis pluri- 
mum valet atmofphere confideratio, fed ad 
** fanitatem etiam tuendam maximi eff mo- 
°° menti. Contraria contrarus curantur, ut in 
“© adagio ef.” Huxuam. The air of Bar- 
badces is hot and dgy; that of the other 
lands abounds more or lefs with moiffure. 

The whole tract of the river Demerary in 
South America, from whence that colony 
takes its name, is a very extenfive, flat, 
marfhy country, almoft covered with ¢rees, 

} and. 
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and during flood-tides and heavy rains it 
would be overflowed, were it not for drains 
and dams. The difeafes of this célony, as 
may naturally be expected, are tutermittent 
fevers, remittent fevers, continued bilious fe- 
vers, the dry belly-ach, dyfenteries, and drop» 
fies, the confequence of diftempered vi/cera. 
The Glandular complaint does not exift 
there, except only in one or two inftances 
of perfons who have conveyed it to that 
colony from this Ifand. ; 

A very fenfible and judicious gentleman of 
the medical profeffion left Barbadoes, about 
eight years ago, when he was violently af- 
fedtediwith the diforder + he had five or fix 
attacks of it during the firft two or fhreé 
years of his refidence at Demerary, but has 
been totally free from it ever fince. Ano- 
ther perfon, labouring under the Glandular 
difeafe, went from this country to manage 
an eflate on the daxks of that fiver: he 
had alfo feveral returns of this complaint, 
and in confequence of very injudicious 
treatment, loft his life by it, 

‘There are not many frees in this country, 
and the few inconfiderable marfhes to be 

Dg", found 
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found in it, are on the /eeward fhore. Any 
noxious miafmata arifing from thefe, are 
immediately carried off by the trade-wind, 
without paffing over any large tra@t of 
land, and therefore cannot prove injurious 
to any confiderable extent; but I fhall 
hereafter confider more fully the moft. - 
probable remote caufe of the Glandular 
difeafe. 

Let us now proceed to examine the fe- 
veral opinions which have been advanced 
concerning the origin of this malady. It 
has been faid that the complaint : may be 
produced by the bad water:we drink. It 
may readily be admitted, that our qfink— 
ing-water, in town, 1s very impure ; but we 
have in general good water throughout the 
Hand: a point which is proved by the ex- 
periments related by the Reverend Mr. 
Hughs, in his Natural Hiftory of Barbadoes. 
Befides, the dj/eafe is not confined to the 
people about the town; it is to be found 
in every part of the country} nearly in pro- 
portion to the refpective numbers. of inha- 
bitants ; but if there be any one part. of 
the country more exempt from it than ano= 

ther, 
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ther, the hills certainly enjoy this advan- 
tage over the low lands. 

It feems to me, however, that thofe 
among our inhabitants who drink ftrong h- 
guors to excefs, and leaft water, are the 
moft fubjeé& to the di/ea/e ; for thefe are al- » 
ways the moft imprudent perfons. Ad- — 
mitting even the wafer to be extremely 
bad, reafons will be given in this Treats/e 
to prove fatisfactorily that it is not the 
caufe of the complaint ; for the drinking 
of water cannot fure be more noxious at 
prefent, than it was before the difeafe ex- 
ifted ; nor has it yet been afcertained that 
the water of Barbadoes is more impure 
than that which is ufed at Sf. Lucia, An- 
zigua, and the other I/lands. 

Dr. Hillary {peaks fo pofitively of the 
firft rife of the dijorder, as almoft to pre= 
clude any further inquiry concerning the 
matter, ‘* We are certain (affirms the 
«< Doétor) that the negroes firft brought it 
<< from Africa te the Weft-Indies.” I 
cannot however fubfcribe to this opinion ; 
for if that were a fact, would it not have 
been conveyed to the other [/lands, wher 

D3 it 
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it is featce known, 26 well as to this devot- 
ed country ? | 

I have inquired of merchants at Barda- 
does concerned in the Guinea trade, if they 
have ever feen the diforder in negroes on 
their landing; and have alfo aiked the 
fame queftion of elderly perfons, without 
being able to learn that it was ever brought 
here. 1 have queftioned many of the moft 
intelligent zegroes who came from Africa, 
and who afterwards have been affected with 
the difeafe in this place, whether the fame 
complaint was ever known in their country; 
and have been conftantly anfwered in the 
negative. 

It is by no means however my inten- 
tion to contend, that a fimilar d/order may 
not be found in Africa; the only thing I 
mean to affert is, that the deaf is indige- 
nous at Barbadoes. It may alfo exiftin other 
countries, the air and temperature of which 
are exactly fimilar to thofe of this [and; 
which I would defcribe, in general terms, as 
being a hot chmate, with a peculiar drynefs 
of the atmo/phere during the greateft part of 

| the 
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‘the year: my reafons for this will. pre- 
fently be fhewn. 

Admitting even that the malady was im- 
ported from the coaft of Gutnea, it cer- 
tainly ought to have difappeared with the 
extinction of the zegro or negroes who 
brought it; for I am convinced that it is 
not either an infectious or an hereditary 
diftemper, as will appear indifputably from 
the following facts. ‘The 4u/band is often 
afflicted with the complaint, while the wife 
fhall be free from it, and wice versd. Pa- 
rents have had it when it has not been 
transferred to their children’; while the 
defcendents, on the contrary, are fometimes 
fubject to the complaint, when their pa- 
rents have never experienced it. Two per- 
fons have flept in the fame bed, the one 
labouring under the di/ea/e, while the kings 
was entirely exempt from it. 

As fome perfons conceive the diforder to 
be hereditary, I have thought it right to 
beftow fome fhare of time and attention 
an endeavouring to determine this matter ; 
“and the inveftigation has already convinced 
me, that it is neither infectious nor heredi-

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tary.. My readers will probably be of the 


fame opinion, when they are well acquaint- 
ed with the nature of the Glandular difeafe. 
The former idea arofe indeed from con- 
ceiving the complaint to be a kind of &- . 
profy, or from attributing it to the vitiated 
humours in the patient’s:blood: but it is 
prefumed that fuch gpinions will no longer 
be entertained. In an inquiry of this fort, 
difficulties will daily increafe, becaufe the 
difeafe becomes every day more general ; not 
indeed from the circumftances of the difor- 
der being hereditary or infectious, but on 
account of the caufes which give rife to the 
complaint being connected with the nature 
of our climate, and depending on the na- 
tural {tate of our country. The fame occa-. 
fional ¢zufe does not indeed always produce 
the difeafe in every individual expofed to it ; 
but this takes place equally in other difor- 
ders, in which we have inftances of per- 
fons refifting the effect of contagion, while - 
the fame caufe acting fhall produce difeafes 
of different degrees of violence in others. 
The only way in which this peculiarity is . 
accounted for, is by fuppofing that fome 


of 
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of thefe perfons were much predifpofed to 
the malady, others ina {mall degree, and 
others again not in the leaft fufceptible of 
it. What then is the predifponent caufe 
of the Glandular difeafe? Perhaps a general 
relaxation of habit, and a peculiar degree of 
irritability in the /ymphatic fy/flem, which 
may be produced by our hot climate and 
other local circumftances. But can any 
reafon be affigned why thefe predifponent 
caufes fhal] have exifted of late years more 
than formerly ; or why they fhould be pe- 
culiar to Barbadoes, and not common to 
the neighbouring s/lands. The following 
obfervations may perhaps tend to elucidate 
this point, as well as feveral other circum- 


ftances refpecting this diarder.

Remote caufe of the Glandular difeafe traced 
jrom confidering the Changes produced by 
cultivation, in the Atmo[phere of the Ifand. 


"KY E will now proceed to ‘inquire 

YY into the remote caufe of the Glandu- 
lar difeafe. 

The circumftance of horfes being com- 
monly affected with this difeafe, and of 
other ammals not being exempt from it, 
may perhaps lead us to a folution of this 
point, and enable us to determine what 
circumftance it is which principally gives 
rife to this malady in the Suman {pecies. 

The complaint muft originate from the 
action of fome common caufe, capable of 
affecting equally men and borfes. It feems 
to point out that the predifponent caufe 
depends on the effect which chmate induces 
on the body, and not on the mode of liv- 
ing ; for the food of borfes is confined chief- 
Ty to the feveral kinds of gramina, while the 
diet of the people is of a very different na- 
ture, 
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ture, and extremely various, fince it con- 
fitts of the indifcriminate mixture of axzimal 
and vegetable food, the properties of which 
are alfo much altered by the modes of 
cookery. 

The difeafe cannot be faid to arife from 
the nature of the dict, for that is in no re- 
{pect peculiar to thofe who are afflicted 
with this djorder. The people at Bar- 
badoes do not differ eflentially in their mode. 
of living from the inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring J/les; and they live at this time 
much in the fame manner as they have ever 
done; at leaft no difference has taken place 
that could poffibly occafion the diforder *.

* The inquiry how far difeafes depend on the qua- 
lity of the food, has led me to obferve, that two dread- 
ful diforders, the /eprofy and putrid dyfentery, which have 
chiefly afflicted the negroes, are much lefs frequent now 
than they were twenty or fue-and-twenty years ago. | 

Flying-fith were then in the greateft plenty; they 
were obtained fo eafily that the wegroes procured them in 
abundance, and /a/ted them; and they were in general 
badly cured. It was alfo a cuftom, till within thefe 
few years, conftantly to give the negroes for their diet, 
together with corn, &c. falted fib, which was very fel- 
dom of the beft fort. They likewile ufed pickled her-

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It mutt be readily conceived that the dif- 
eafes, which are generated by the unwhole- 
fomenefs of the mgeffa, are either acute dif- 
orders, chiefly feated in the prime via, 
the immediate caufe of which is evident ; 
or they muft. be chronical difeafes, which 
are only produced ina certain {pace of time. 
Now an attack of this complaint. never has 
been known to follow a meal of any parti- 
cular food, otherwife the caufe of it would, 
have been afcertained long ago. | 

Nor do the people accuftom themfelves 
to fuch long-continued and unvaried ufe of 
any peculiar diet, as can poflibly produce 
the diforder. Chronic difeafes, depending on 
the nature of food, affe& fuch perfons as 
have been long refident in a place, and live 


rings, and other f/f, almoft in a corrupted ftate. This 
part of their diet is ina great meafure omitted ; their 
feod now confifts of vegetables, fuch as the different’ 
kinds of grain, yams, potatoes, and corn: thefe are dref- 
fed in different ways, and are feafoned with /aiz, PEP 
and favory herbs. 

Is it not very probable that the ssbledutene of thefe 
diftempers i is to beattributed to the difufe of thofe very 
unwholefome articles of food, particularly as they were 
indulged in without moderation?

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ina certain ftyle; while thofe maladies, | 
which arife from the quality of the air, are 
not confined to any clafs of people, to 
either fex, or to any particular period of 
‘ life; but are common to all, and are often 
very {peedily excited. I know of many in- 
{tances, in which Europeans, of an evident- 
ly relaxed habit of body, have had the Glan- 
dular complaint in avery fhort time after 
their arrival; in which cafe the ingefta 
could not be fuppofed to produce it; and 
the idea of its being occafioned by bad qwa- 
ter mutt alfo be rejected, becaufe the per- 
fons had ufed very little. 

The water.that is drunk by man in sive 
Ifand is very feldom the fame as that which 
is given to horfes or other animals. Men 
ule water which flows from /prings or is 
drawn from wells. Horfes are watered in 
ponds or cifterns, where rain-water has been 
collected. The zzhadbitants, and every ani- 
mal, are nearly expofed to the fame effet of 
climate; butis obvious that the nature of 
our food and theirs, and the general mode 
of living, vary fo totally, that it may be af- 
| ferted 
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ferted that the air we breathe is alone com= 
mon.to mea, borfes, Kc. : 
- Muft we not then feek for that peculia« 
rity, which predifpofes the human body to 
this malady, in the atmofphere ? and as we 
have reafon to conclude that the diforder 
did not exift ab origine in this Ifland, if 
we can difcover any evident alteration in 
the atmofphere from its former humid ftate, 
will it not be probable that this change 
conftitutes the remote caufe of the difea/e ? 
In the early period of this country the 
complaint was certainly unkhown. It may 
be confidered as a new diftemper, which 
at firft was perceived only in a few inftan- 
ces, but which has gradually prevailed 
more and more, till in our time it is be- 
come almoft univerfal. We fhall perhaps 
find that a proportionable and gradual cor- 
refpondent alteration has taken place in 
our atmofphere. | 
_ This couatry was originally covered with 
trees ; rain was invited by them from every 
pafling cloud, and when plenteous {howers 
had fallen, the fpeedy exhalation of the 


moifture 
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moifture was prevented by the woods. The 
air was kept cool as well by the gradual 
evaporation that took place, as by the chy- 
mical combination of watery particles with 
the Jot and dry ar natural to fo warm a 
climate. | 

Hence then our atmofphere ciitilt have been 
cooler, as the wiuds were faturated with 
moifture, and the earzh was always soled 
by a conftant evaporation, 

The face of the country is now. totally 
changed ; and has gradually acquired this 
new afpect. — 

Our woods have been cut down bbs time 
to time, and the J/and is at length almoft © 
bereft of ¢rees. For the want of thefe, and 7 
becaufe our Ifand is flat, and does not rife 
to any confiderable height above the level 
of the ez, the clouds pats over us unfolicit- 
ed by woods or high Jands, without pouring 
down ram as formerly: even when we are 
bleffed with /beral fhowers, the earth is fo 
naked, and has been {fo long expofed to the 
intenfe heat. of the fun, that the water 
which falls is immediately imbibed by the 
_ parched and thirfty Jand. In confequence 
9 of 
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of thefe circumftances our atmo/phere is ex- 
ceedingly dry, and of courfe extremely Aor. 

In riding about the country I have fre- 
quently met with currents of heated air, 
which never fail to relax the body, and 3 in- 
duce the greateft debihity. 

It is this gradual change from a very 
moift. to an exceedingly dry atmofphere, iv 
this warm chmate, which, in my humble 
opinion, conftitutes the remote caufe that 
produces the predifpofition, and lays the 
foundation, for this new difeafe; for it is 
very obfervable how greatly the bealthful- 
nefs or the unwholefomene/s of any place de- 
pends on its fituation ; whether it be sigh 
land or mountainous, low land or marfhy ; 
whether it be covered with woods, or whe- 
ther cu/fivation, as we call it, has not to- 
tally divefted the country of trees, which 
are no lefs ufeful and neceffary to the foil; 
than agreeable and ornamental. 

I have before mentioned feveral hveleilies 
that -are connected with a certain ftate 
of country, and have inftanced Demerary, 
Tobago, &c. LT apprehend, therefore, it will 
readily be admitted, that other diforders at 

tended 
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tended with uncommon appearances may 
be produced in fituations diametrically op- 
polite: regfon and experience both come in 
fupport of this opinion. = 

For my own part, I cannot firid any re- 
‘mote caufe, which correfponds in any de» 
gree with the generation and progrefs of the 
‘Glandular difeafe, except that which Ihave 
noticed. If it be thought that this opinion 
is founded rather on reafoning than fad, 
it is not that I’ prefer the former to the lat- 
ter, but after the moft careful inveftigation 
Thave found myfelf obliged to adopt it. 

The conftitution of our atmofpbere may 
indeed be otherwife changed. It is not 
improbable but that, from the great bea; 
there is a conftant unwholefomé exhalation 
arifing from the expofed and heated earth. 
mixing with the re/pirable air. 

‘The accurate experiments of fevéral of 
the greateft Pdilofophers of the prefent age, 
have indeed proved, that air, which’ has 
been rendered mephitic by animal refpiration, 
is changed by the effect that ‘vegetation is 
capable of producing on it, fo as again to 
! become fit for the purpofes ‘of animal life. 
ae E : Trees

‘Trees may perhaps be wanting at Barbadbes, 
to aflift other vegetable productions in ef- 
fecting this falutary change. 

Among the many caufes which bain 
large cities unhealthy, the want of trees 
may not be the moft inconfiderable: and 
as it will hereafter be noticed that the G/an- 
dular difeafe is a diforder of a /eptic ten- 
dency, fo we alio find that putrid difeafes 
are moft prevalent in large caties. 

If the opinion 1 have advanced be ad- 
mitted, it will perhaps furnith the reafon 
why this complaint 1s not common in the 
other J/ands ; for they are not yet cleared 
of woods; befides that, they are mountainous, 
when compared to Barbadoes. All the Ca- 
ribbee Tlands being contiguous, it is pro- 
bable that, in procefs of time, if the fame 
circumftances. take place in the reft, fo as 
to produce an alteration in the atmo/phere 
fimilar to that which has already happened 
in this, they will not then be totally ex- 
empt from the dijforder.. Antigua, which I 
apprehend to be more cleared of wosd than 
any other J/land except Barbadoes, though 
a more mountainous country, has afforded me

fir being cembatirated that the parts on 

. which the complaint fixes itfelf, are the 
lymphatic glands and veffels, the diforder 
muft confequently be feated in the Aympha- 
tic fyfiem s it is neceffary therefore that the 
_fymptoms fhould be accounted for in fuch a 
manner, as to agree with this idea of the 
feat of the difeafe; and we fhall alfo endea- 
vour to propofe fuch remarks, as may lead. 
‘us to determine the true nature of the di/fem-

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per; and to prove not only that the preven= 
tion or cure ought always to be attempted, 
but likewife to eftablifh the moft rational 
way of proceeding, to the attainment Of 
this defirable end. 

The fituation of the lymphatic gland is 
certainly fubje&t to fome variety*. They 
are, however, to be met with almoft con- 
ftantly in particular parts of the body. In 
the parts where there are lymphatic glands, 
we thay expec to find thefe fwellings. 
Thus, when the Aymphatic glands of the 
neck are affected, the /calp may be difeafed. 
When the glands in the axilla are inflamed, 
the upper extremities or the mamme. When 
the inguinal glands are the feat of the inflam- 
mation, the fcrotum or lower extremities are 
the difeafed parts, as I have already noticed. 

The /egs or feet may be enlarged in con- 
fequence of difeafed lymphatic glands of the 
ham. ‘'Thefe are the chief parts in. which 
lymphatic glands are found externally. 

As yet I have never heard of any perfon 
being opened, who had died of the diforder ,

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when it had fixed on the internal parts; fo 
I can only obferve that it appears probable 
from’analogy, that the Aymphatic or mefen- 
teri glands are affected in fuch cates 5 ; but 
they are very uncommon, 

- The lymphatic glands being the: parts 
through which the Jymph, which is ab- 
forbed from the {feveral parts of the body, 
mutt in general pafs, in order to be con- 
veyed to the thoracic dud, it is evident 
that, if from any caufe whatever thefe 
glands fhall be fo difeafed as not to permit 
the abforbed fuids to pafs through them, 
there muft be an accumulation of it be- 
tween the 4ympbatic gland and the part 
‘from whence abforption began; and when 
‘the abforbent veffels are fo much diftended 
‘as to be incapable of further abforption, 
the cells or cavities, in confequence of the 
fluid fecreted into them by the exbalent ar- 
teries, muft become filled and very turgid. 
This inflammation in the gland, produced 
‘by fome particular irritation, together with 
the diftenfion and {welling of the part, are 
fufficient caufes, particularly fo in con/litu= 
| E 3 tions 
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tions rendered irritable by a hot climate, to 
give rife to the fymptomatic fever. 

The lymphatic veffels thew the appearance 
of difeafe, by forming a painful ridge or cord, 
which is of greater or lefs breadth, accord 
ing to the number of /ympbatic veffels com- 
pofing that lymphatic gland which is ob- 
ftructed ; and thefe veffels bear a proper pro- 
portion to the fize of the /ymphatic gland. If 
the 4ypbatics be numerous, the more ex- 
tenfive is the part from whence they arife; 
fo that the welling will be in a ratzo to the 
quantity or number of /ymphatic veffels com- 
pofing the g/and that is rendered impervi-, 
ous to the paffage of the /ymph. 

_ The parts from whence the adbjforbents of 

the extremities have their origin, are the ¢ells 
of the ce/ular fubftance. They are there- 
fore thefe cells, rendered turgid with the 
lympb that is poured into them, and there 
retained, that caufe the enlargement. ‘To 
determine this matter with precifion, it is 
abfolutely neceflary to afcertain whether 
the effufed fuid, which does, as I have ad- 
vanced, give rife to thefe exlargements, he 
the fame as that which is formed by the 


exhalent

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exhalent arteries. Yor this purpofe. read _ 
Cafes N° 6, 9, 13, 16, 22, and 26. 

The fluid fecreted -by the exbalent artery 
has been proved to be different, according 
to the health or weakne/s of the animal. 

In this di/order there may, in fome in- 
ftances, be a fault in the fecretion of the 
lymph; but it is certain that the effufed | 
jiuid has, in moft cafes, an evident refem- 

-blance to the nature of that 4ymp4 which 
moiftens the feveral cavities of the body. 
Sometimes, like ferum *, it requires heat to 
coagulate it. I have had feveral opportu- 
nities of examining this fluid; for the great 
diftenfion which takes place, frequently 
cracks the /kin, and, as I have before noticed 
in the hiftory of the dijeafe, the fluid that 
oozes out, which at firft appears often as. 
clear as water, docs frequently, on expo- 
fure to the air, form a jelly. It coagulates 

in the fame manner as the lymph does, when, 
taken from the cavities of the thorax’ or 
abdomen of animals. 1 have very often 
been prefent when Mr. Hew/on repeatedly 
made thefe experiments, related in the /econd

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part of his Experimental Inquiries, and am 
therefore well acquainted with thofe facts. 

The Jymph, however, may be found to 
vary, according to the general health of the 
patient afflicted with this difeafe. It may, 
in fome cafes, contain very little coagulable 
matter; but if the Glandular ‘complaint be 
the only one exifting in the habit, it is not 
improbable that the tendency to coagulation 
in the Lyinph may be fomewhat incréafed ; for 
may it not be prefumed, that the exbalent ar- 
teries will be more or lefs affected with the 
inflammation of the contiguous parts? When 
this happens, the lymph is found to coagu- 
Jate fooner ; and indeed it appears to me, 
that the coagulable portion of the Amph is 
alfo increafed in quantity, in confequence 
of the increafed action of inflamed veffels : 
fometimes the inflammation becomes fo high 
as to form pus, and then abfeeffes are pro- 
duced. 

Hew/on, reafoning on the conclufions 
that are drawn from the experiments al- 
ready alluded to, fays, « Although from thefe 
os experiments I am convinced that the 
<* Ty mph in thefe cavities and veffels of an

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** healthy animal well always jelly on being 
ss expofed to the air, yet I have likewife ab- 
* ferved that the firength of that jelly is 
‘* different in different animals. In geefe thefe 
** fluids jelly fooner than in dogs ; ; and im the 
*¢ fame animals the jelly differs in the differ- 
‘© ent circumftances of bealth: in moft of the 
§* dogs which I examined, the lymph feemed 
“a firong jelly ; but in a dog which I had 
‘* fed eight days with bread and water, and 
“* that rather Spar ingly, the lymph formed a 
$6 very weak | jel lly ; ; and in young geele thee 
¢¢ fluids are later in jellying than in fuch as 
‘* are full grown. I bave objerved the fame 
“* of the fluid contained im the pericardium 
** and abdomen of ofher animals; which 
‘fluid, when in-a finall quantity, always 
“ ‘ formed a firong jelly; but when more co- 
** pious, and the animal more feeble, the jelly 
“* qwas thinner; and in dropfical cafes it is 
“© avell known, that the fluid Let out of thofe 
“ cavities is not obferved to jelly on being 
§* expofed to the air, as it does in animals iz — 
** health; but in fome cafes it 1s found to 
oe coagulate by heat, Ake the ferum of the 
“¢ blood ; and mm others it only becomes a little 

: ** turbid 
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“turbid when doiled, owing to the coagu- 
‘< lated matter mee 1¢ UH ai fmall fae oo 
“< ¢o the water.’ 

The fame author has alfo obferved, that 
as the lymph becomes more watery in a 
weak ttate of the animal, fo it is lefs watery 
and more coagulable in fome difeafes.

Appearance of the Part affected with the Dif- 
eafe.—Increafed Bulk arifes from the Effu- 
fron of the Lymph.—Topical Symptoms to 
be particularly attended ta 


“HE leg being the part on which the 
difemper not unfrequently fixes it- 

felf, I fhall endeavour to explain the con- 
ftant appearances induced by it on that | 
part. 
The paflare of the 4mph through the mm- — 
guinal gland being impeded, the /ymphatic 
weffels leading to the g/and become diftended, 
often very painful, and much inflamed; thefe 
veficls form the cord (the red ine, ftroke, or 
ridge) which appears very red and hard, - 
and 
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and confiderably inflamed when fuperfi- 
cially feated; but when the deeper veffels 
are concerned, thefe appearances are lefs evi- 
dent. If the inflammation be but flight, 
it is of a paler colour; if the diften- 
tion of thefe vefleis fhould not be attended 
with inflammation, this cord will appear 
without rednefs, and if immediately under 
- the fkin, may even prefent a whitith line *. 
The retention of the /ymph in the cellular 
membrane, caufes the fwelling and oedema 
to take place: the 4ympb, for fome time 
after its efufion and accumulation, continues 
fuid, which accounts for the anafarcous 
appearance the limb puts on’ when the 
fwelling firft commences ; for at this early | 
period of the diforder, the part is indented 
by preffure, and thefe indentations are foon 
filled up again in confequence of the jympé, 
which, being fuid at that time, refumes its 
place in thofe cel/s of the cellular fubftance, 

from which the preffure had repelled it. 
When the part is fo greatly fwelled as to 
burft, the nature of the Aguer effufed af- 
fords ample proof of its being the Aymph

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which diftends and forms the tumor, be- 
caufe we find that this fluid poffefles the 
fame properties as the Aympbh. 

If the inflammation of the lymphatic glands 
fhould abate, fo as to allow the /ymph to 
pafs through them, then the /welling gra- 
dually fubfides. But if this fhould not 
happen, the /ymph, by being long retained, 
begins to lofe its fluidity, and becomes ge- 
latinous. | 

On the next attack the ex/argement in- 
creafes; the /ymph already effufed grows 
more and more /o/id ; and on each fucceed- 
ing attack the /welling becomes larger and 
harder,,and puts on various appearances as 
to fhape, &c. from the different modes and 
degrees of external preffure, from the heal- 
ing of the cracks, or from external bruifes, 
till at length the /g fhall aflume the mone 

{ftrous form already defcribed. 

Patients do not complain of the weight 
of thefe Jarge legs, becaufe they become ha- 
bitually infenfible to it, by a very flow and 
' gradual increafe of the bulk. 

. The fm in its natural ftate, viewed 
through a magnifying glafs, appears fcaly ;

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and as the parts become more enlarged by 
the difeafe, thefe /cales are> more.con{pi- 
cuous. : or% T08 oe 
In the Sifory of this diforder,. 1 have 
mentioned the fcorbutic appearance of the — 
gums, and a brown fur which is. often 
perceived on the feeth; we niay perhaps 
account for thefe fymptoms by obferving, 
that this difemper has in many cafes a feptic 
tendency ; and that in djeafes of the putrid 
kind, and particularly in ¢yphus fever, a 
vifcid mucus of a light brown colour appears — 
on the gums and teeth. As the diforder ad- 
vances, and becomes more and more malig 
nant, this mucus, as wellas the fur on the 
tongue, grow of a darker colour, till they ate 
quite Slack. The gums {well, and have a 
livid, fcorbutic appearance. 

‘All the. appearances obferved on difec- 
tion feem to illuftrate and to confirm my 
opinion of the difeafe. See Cafe N’ 24. 

A gentleman of the higheft abilities. in 
t'e medical profefion, particularly as an 
Anatomie and furgeon, on his arrival at this 
place from London, was exceedingly. defir- 
ous of obtaining information concerning 


the 
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the diforder, which is the fubje&t of this 
Treatife. In order to fatisfy his curiofity, 
I gave him a rough copy of this manufcript 
to read ; after which he favoured me with 
the following café, which affords a confi+ 
derable fupport to the above reafoning. 

“* Mrs. Jeffries, aged about forty, had the 
“left breaft taken off; in confequence of hav- 
‘ing a@ cancer in it; the glands in the 
** axilla deg alfo affected by the difeate i 
“* avery confiderable degree, as many were 
“* extirpated as could be taken away with 
¢ fafety: the axillary artery, after the ope- 
ration, was left quite bare, and no more 
** olands could be felt. Some few days having 
“* elapfed, the arm began to {well, and in- 
** creafed in fize every day, till it became fo 
“* large as to be attended with horrible pain 
“* from the vaft tenfion ; and remained in that 
‘* fate till fhe died, which was about two 
‘* or three months from the time of the ope- 
‘ration; the cancer dreaking out again 
*¢ upon the ribs, and foon deftroying ber. | 

‘* The fwelling of the arm, in this cafe, 
‘* exaéily refembled the Barbadoes leg, the 
** tenfion excepted, which happened from. 

| “ the 
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& the rapid progrefi of the {welling, arifing 
Sj << from a total lofs, not an obftruction, of the 
«« lymphatic glands; which lat a to be 
** the cafe in Barbadoes.” 

Indeed it is a matter of no fmall im- 
portance to afcertain and demontftrate, that 
the increafed bulk of the djfeafed part de- 
pends merely on the effufion of the Lympb ; 
for this circumftance fully refutes the opi- 
nion entertained of this difeafe, and pro- 
pagated by fome of the moft learned and 
judicious praétitzoners of this J/fland, and 
Avhich they had adopted from Dr. Town. 
Dr. Hillary indeed feems to be impreffed 
with the fame idea. He fays, ‘‘ The caufe of 
«« this monftrous leg, which gives the name 
<* ¢o this difeafe, zs the morbid matter of a 
“‘ fever, which is gradually depofited om the 
«leo by an imperfeét crifis of each paroxyfm 
‘© of this peculiar fever, and 1s truly the pe 
" ie oy thal difeafe.”’ 

This dodtrine, as it then feem, has in 
no inconfiderable degree prevented the pro- 
per means of relief from being applied to 
thefe unfortunate patients. Iam perfuad- 
ed that no man, in order to fupport the ~ 

almoft 
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almoft obfolete doctrine of peccant humours, 
will advance, that the lymph is to be in- 
cluded in this clafs, Let us on the con- . 
trary hope, that perfons affliGed with this 
horrid diffemper, will hereafter employ 
the moft effectual means to ‘prevent thefe 
unfeemly enlargements. 

“When the difeafe commences, the plan 
hereafter recommended muft not be ne- 
glected ; for the topical affection demands; 
even in a fuperior degree, our attention. 
Every means fhould be employed to miti- 
gate the inflammation of the lympbhatie 
gland; for Mr. Hew/on has juftly obferved ; 
** Tf thefe glands are obftruéted, the lymph 
** not being able to get into the du, ts retain~ 
** ed in the extremities : hence we fo often fee 
** dropfies the confeguence of difeafed lym- 
*€ phatic glands, which dropfies cannot be 
« cured till the obftrudtion of the gland is 
“© removed. : | 

Not only dropfess; which aré generally — 
connected with a morbid flate of the wHOLE _ 
($YSTEM, may arife from an impediment to 
the return of evafated fruids ; but thofe 
Swellings which become folid are alfo, in my 


opinion, 
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opinion, the confequence of the coagulable 
4ympb being retarded in the lymphatic veffels 
and cellular membrane, as in the Glandular 
diforder. 'The cafes mentioned in the be- 
ginning of this ¢reati/e feem to arife from 
the lymphatic veffels, which compofe the 
glands, being rendered, by fome difeafz, im- — 
pervious to the return of the coagulable 
Lymph. | 
Perhaps the rupture of the /ymphatic vef- 

Jels, in healthy perfons, which is faid to be 
a caufe of dropfy, more commonly lays the 
- foundation, or gives rife to fome /pecies of 
freatomatous tumours. 

The circumftances that are: well afcer- 
tained with refpect to the anatomy of the 
kymphatic fyftem (to wit, that there is con- 
fiderable variety in the fituation, number, 
and magnitude of lymphatic glands, and 
that fometimes a large /ympbatic veffel goes 
on to the ¢horacic duc?, without paffing 
through a /ymphatic gland) account ina fa- 
_ tisfactory manner for the di/ea/fe being found 
in various parts of the body; for its vio- 
lence in particular cafes; and alfo for the 
_ more {fpeedy abatement of the fwelling in 

fome inftances than in others.

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It muft alfo be remarked, that there are 
two fets of lymphatic veffels, the one fuperfi- 
cially diffufed under the fAim, the other 
deep-feated, and accompanying the large 
blood veffels and nerves. Although the fu- 
perficial lymphatics be moft commonly firft 
affected with the dforder, yet this is not a 
conftant rule: hence, perhaps, the red dine 
may not appear in thofe few cafes, where 
the difeafe has fallen upon the deeper-feat- 
ed Aymphatics. Some perfons are lefs irri- 
table than others; which accounts for 
the great pain fome patients complain of, 
while others, when the difeafe is not vio- 
lent, fcarce pay aes attention to the ee 
Jymptoms. 

It is fufficient that I have endeavoured 
to explain the fymptoms of this difor- 
der; it would lead too far from my pre- 
fent purpofe to inveftigate the reafon why 
the fame phcenomena do not always take 
place, when a /ymphatic gland is difeafed 
from the abforption of cancerous, variolous, 
{yphilitic, or gather acrid matter. I fhall 
only bricfly obferve, that, in the Glandu- 
lar difeafé, not only the Lymphatic gland 

or 


mi 
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or glands, but the whole cord or plexus 
of lymphatic veffels leading to it, or them, 
are affected. I therefore conceive that the 
predifpofition to the Glandular diforder 
-muft be very powerful, when it is excited 
by abforption; and perhaps the prefence’or 
abfence of the fever does in a great mea- 
fure depend on the degree of debility or 
relaxation of the patient's conftitution, 
and more particularly on the Pay 
of the lymphatic fyftem. 

At the end of this E/ay, I have added 
many cafes, which will prove that the opi- 
nion I entertain of the djorder is drawn 
from nature; the cafes being fo many au-. 
thentic evidences in fupport of my doc- 


trine.

Difeafe feldom fatal, unlefs it frould fall on 
the Bowels. 

H E prognoftic in this difeafe depends 

on a knowlege of the patzent’s 


conftitution, on obferving the feat of the 
F 2 local 
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local affection, and the nature of the fever 
that is excited, which is exceedingly apt to 
run into the epidemic, if there fhould be 
any prevailing. | | 

It is feldom a fatal djforder, except only | 
when the dead, fomach, or bowels are af- 
feted. When the /crotum is the part dz/- 
eafed, there is then confiderable danger. 
When the mamme are affected, it often 
becomes both troublefome and dangerous. 

When the extremities become the feat of 
the complaint, there is not often any reafon 
for apprehenfion ; except where the Aadit of 
body is fo Aad as to give reafon for dread- | 
ing a mortification of the part; or unlefs 
the lymphatic glands * fhould be fo totally 
obftruéted, as entirely to prevent the return | 
of /ymph to the thoracic dud. | 

The fever, though it be moft common- 
ly fimple, and does not laft long, yet it 
fometimes terminates in a remittent, or 
even in a continued putrid fever. 

It muft however be acknowleged, that 
the unfortunate perfons who are afflicted

with 
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with this di/femper, have a very precarious 
exiftence, and are fometimes hurried from 
this world by a fudden and unexpected 
death +. I have been ¢érice called to 
patients, in whom the dowels have been 
affected. One of thefe, being at fome 
little diftance from town, died before I 
could poffibly reach the place; and ano- 
ther loft his life before my prefcription — 
could be made up. . The third lived but a 
fhort time after I had feen him. They 
were all free from any complaint, except the 
Glanéular difeaje, and were all in health a 
very few hours before I was fent for. 

I prefume that in all thefe cafes the dif- 
eaje had terminated either by an incipient 
mortification on the dowels, or by fuch an 
atony of the vi/cera, as we fometimes meet 
with in the gout, or in the co/d fit of an 
‘gntermittent fever.

Method of treating the Difeafe confidered.—

O render the plan of treatment as 
- 4ittle complex as poflible, it feems 
proper to take the fimpleft view of the 
difeafe. it 
May it not be faid, that this complaint is 
a local inflammation in the lymphatic fyftem, 
often connected with a /ymptomatic epheme- 
ra; that it is exceedingly irregular in its 
returns, as it depends on expofure to freth 
occafional caufes; and that this fever 1s 
very apt to take the type of the reigning 
epidemic 2 | 
We ought indeed never to lofe fight of 
this circumftance, ‘that the habit of body of 
thofe perfons, who are liable to the diforder, 


1S 
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is always prone to putrefeency in a certain © 
degree, fometimes as far as is confiftent 
with the living principle. 

From this concife account our plan a 
cure may be deduced. 

The treatment. of the Jocal fymptoms 
mu{ft be varied according to the nature 
of the part affeted; and we muft at the 
fame time be attentive | to the conftitution 
of the patient. 

The fever alfo demands our ferious at- 
tention: and here we fhall only fpeak of 
the common ephemera which generally at- 
tends ;. for, as I have before noticed, it is 
apt to run into the epidemic of the feafon; 
and, when this is the café, the treatment 
muft vary according to the fpecific nature 
of the reigning diforder. 

To avoid the caufes of this complaint, 
would unqueftio:ably be a defirable ob- 
ject; inafmuch as the prevention of a di/~ 
eafe is preferable to the curing of it. 

While the Jymphatic gland is inflamed 
and obftructed, emollient and relaxing cata- 
plafms and fomentations are highly proper. 
Nor have J feen any danger arife from a 

Po 4 Cautious, 
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cautious, topical ufe of fedatives*, fuch as 
the facch. faturn. and other preparations of 
lead, folutions of white vitriol, and applica- 
tions of vinegar, and crude falt ammoniac. 
The addition of brandy, and even of tind. 
thebaic. to thefe Jotions, has in fome cafes 
afforded the greateft alleviation to the vio- 
lent pain of the part. 

With this plan, the ftate of the dowels 
ought to be attended to, and /axative me- 
dicines fhould at the fame time be exhi- 
bited; for although a metafiafs may. take 
place in cafes of this inflammation, yet this 
change isas little likely to happen in thefe 
inftances, as in inflammations arifing from 
any other caufe: neverthelefs no neceflary 
precaution ought to be neglected. 

Topical bleeding from. the inflamed part, 
might be practifed with advantage: and it 
is to be regretted thatrwe have no Leeches 
‘in this ifland; for I am much inclined to . 
think that the application of them would 
be of infinite fervice. Slight f{carifications 
muft fupply this deficiency. 

As foon as the inflammation has fubfided, a

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a bandage * fhould be judicioufly applied, 
with moderate prefiiure, from the extremity 
of the part difeafed towards the lymphatic 
glands. But if the part fhould be exceed- 
ingly /welled, and much diftendeéd, it 1s 
highly advifeable firft to make fmall ¢ran/- 
verfe punctures +, in order to give vent to- 
- fome of the extravafated lymph; as we — 
do in dropfical cafes, where there is fre- 
quently a morbid, watery depofition: for it 
mutt be obferved that the Aymph effufed in 
this complaint is not very foon coagulated. 
When the Jympbh is only ftagnated, without 
being expofed to the azr, there is fufficient 
time for thefe /carifications to be of fervice ; 
at leaft in much the greater numberof cafes. 

I never met with more than one inftance, 
where the /ymphatic glands appeared to be 
totally ob/ructed; and it is probable that 
the violence of the di/ea/e had been increaf- 
ed by improper treatment in that cafe. See

If the znflammation brought on the exha- 
Jent arteries (hould be fo great as to render

the 
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the lymph effufed liable to coagulate imme- 

diately on its fecretion into the ce//ular fub- 
ftance, fuch a cafe.would fcarce admit of 
any alleviation. An inftance of this fpeedy 
coagulation of the 4ymph was met with by Sir 
fobn Pringle, and is recorded in the fecond 
part of Hewfon's Inquiries. If fuch a cafe 
fhould eccur, the leflening of the topical 
inflammation 1s unqueftionably the primary 
object to be attended to; and if this fhould 
not fucceed in reducing the enlargement, | 
we ought ftill to try the effect of sight 
bandage, accompanied with frequent and 

long-continued /ricfions with a mild volatile 
liniment. a 

“The dabit of the patient does not always 
admit of mercurial friéiion; but the extraé- 
of hemlock, combined with a proportion of 
mercurial ointment, feems to be of ufe when 
applied to the obfruéted gland. 

In cafes where a fchirrbus enfues, altera- 
tive medicines, {ach as the different prepara- _ ; 
tions of antimony and mercury, have been 
exhibited by many praGitioners: but if 
the patients, in fome inftances, have been 
relieved, which may probably have hap- : 

pened 
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pened when thefe medicines were properly 
adminiftered, yet the benefit arifing from 
this mode of practice, has not been fo 
confpicuous, nor fo general, as to eftab- 
lifh it. 

Iffues have been fometimes recommended, 
with a view to leffen thefe /wellings : they 
are certainly efficacious in fome diforders, 
though in many inftances their utility ed 
be reckoned doubtful. 

In the Glandular complaint the zflam- 
mation is, for the moft part, tranfient; and 
if, from the want of a timely application 
of proper remedies, ab/fceffes fhould be 
formed, which leave ill-conditioned wleers, 
in fuch cafes the cutting of an i/ue oftch 
_ aggravates the patzent’s diftrefs; for another 
ulcer is thereby produced, no lefs difficult 
of cure than the former.—BeEsiIpEs, | 

A purulent difcharge is produced from 
iffues ; while the cautious and moderate eva- 
cuation of the effufed coagulable lymph, when 
the difeafed part becomes enormoufly /well- 
ed, is the chief object to be had in view. 

As the ftructure of the cellular membrane 
permits fuzds, that are efu/ed into it, to gra- 

. vitate 
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vitate to the depending parts of the body, 
a horizontal pofture ought to be recom-— 
mended, efpecially during every recent at- 
tack of the diforder. 

But the beft method of opro‘ing the per- 
manent enlargement of parts affected with 
the difea/e, is to prevent the Lymphatic gland 
from becoming /chirrhous, or impervious to 
the paffage of the lymph, by which this fluid’ 
is hindered from paffing towards the tha- 
racic duéi. 

When the zxflammation of the gland is 
removed, and the paffage through it is free, 
bandages'to the tumefied parts *, 1 have faid, 
are then earneftly to be recommended ; for 
I know that by their ufe Mrs. Cur// has, in 
many cafes, prevented, and in others very 
greatly leflened, thefe enlargements. Her 
plan, indeed, cannot poffibly extend further 
than the obviating of the effeéts of the di/- 
cafe; but even this is a moft laudable at-— 
tempt, and deferves encouragement. Weare 
always to reflect, however, that the return 
ef a diforder peculiar to any country is ine-

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vitable, unlefs the cau/es of it be prudently 
avoided. ‘ 

Mrs, Curil’s practice, after exhibiting a 
few gentle purges, is to put her patients un- 
der a courfe of Lockyer’s pills ; while to the 
part fhe always applies ¢7ght bandages, {pread 
with an adbefive plaifter, the compofition of 


which is a fecret.. She conitantly, how- 


ever, rolls the dijfeafed extremity from above 
downwards ; which might be detrimental, 
were it not that the great number of va/yes, 
in the lymphatic veffels,. prevent the fiuid 
contained in them from being carried any 
other way than tow ards the thoracic dud : 

fo that every kind of prefure forces the 
lymph onwards ; and confequently the ef- 


fect is the fame as if the ro//er were ap- 


plied to the extreme parts of the body, and 
from thence continued towards the ¢runé. 
The beft mode of pra&ice, when the 
head, fiomach, or bowels are attacked by the 
complaint, does not appear to be fufficiently 
afcertained; but the application of a bhifter,. 
as near the part affected as poflible, is in 
thefe cafes attended with advantage. I have 
fometimes momentarily relieved the vio- 


lence 
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Jence of the paz, by applying dighly cam= 
phorated vitriohe ether to the part. Opium, 
joined with antimony or ipecacuanha, does 
great fervice ; although I never gave. thefe 
— Jaft medicines when the head was affected ; 
for, in faa, I have feen but ove cafe of that 
fort, and this was before I underftood the 
nature of the difeafe: proper diaphoretic me- 
dicines, however, are always ferviceable. 
When the di/order affects the mamme or [cro- 
tum (particularly if the zaflammation be com- 
municated from the /crotum to the tefficle} 
- there is no poffibility of relieving the paiz 
without a very liberal, though ig ad- 
miniftration of opium.

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Treatment proper for the Symptomatic Fever. 
—Upe of Emetics.—Danger of bleeding.— 
Effect of Electricity —Flowers of Zine 
powerful anti oe —Uf of cold bath- 
ing, &c. 


ITH refpect to the treatment of 

the jfymptomatic ephemera, it does 
not differ effentially from the prattice in 
intermittent fevers. It is. proper that the 
paroxyfm be fhortened; that the crz/s (which 
is commonly by profufe fweats) be rendered 
as complete as poffible, and that every pre- 
caution be ufed to prevent the returh of 
the d ease. 

In every ftage of the paroxy/in of fever, 
I have prefcribed the following draught : 

Bt. Eiffent antimon. gutt. xx. tinct. the- 
baic. gutt. xxx. /pt. minderer. 31. 
fiat bauftus. 

This, whether given in the cold or hot 
fit, with a draught of wine-whey, or fage- 
tea, fhortens the paroxy/m, produces Sweat, 

and 
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and frequently procures ref. If the per- 
fpiration does not foon come on after the hot 
fi takes place, I for the moft part direct 
the following diaphoretic drops : 
Ik. Gum. camphor. 3f3. fpt. nitr. dulc. 
tind. ferpentar. ana 3s. mifceantur. 
A tea-fpoonful is given every fecond or 
third hour, with a decoction of contrayerva, 
to which, in fome cafes, a proportion of 
rad. ferpentar. virgin. is added; and in 
other inftances the /aline draughts, or fome- 
times the /p¢. mindereri. ‘ctu 
After the fever has been removed, I have 
generally given fome purgative medicines, and 
have ufually preferred the infufon of fenna 
to the more antiphlogiftic cathartics 3 quick- 
ening its operation with the ¢incfure of ja- 
lap, or with the ¢ancture of fenna. . 
Emetics, feafonably exhibited, are of 
confiderable fervice, by taking off /pafm, 
and by inducing a gentle dzaphorefis on the 
{urface of the body; for this purpofe fmall 
dofes of ipecacuanha are to be preferred. 
I am perfuaded that the incautious ufe 
of emetics has done confiderable injury to 
~ the 
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the con/titutions of many perfons*; for 


thefe medicines feem commonly to be given 
with no other intention than that of empty- 


* Tt is not without much deliberation that I have 
mentioned this circumftance; and indeed it is with the 
utmoft difidence when I venture to fuggeft, that there 
are other errors fubfifting, in the practice of phy/fic, at 
Barbadoes. My motive is a fincere defire to bring 
about a reformation; and, to accomplifh this, it is in- 
cumbent on me not to conceal the truth. The medical 
gentlemen of the I/land will therefore, I hope, excufe my 
doubts, if I humbly fubmit to their confideration, Whe-_ 
‘ther bark, antimony, and mercury be not frequently ad- 
miniftered with much impropriety ? Whether miflchief 
be not fometimes. done by too copious and repeated 
bleeding ? Whether medicine be not often given to the . 
fick in too reat profufion? and, Whether the applica- 
tion of fuch numbers of dliffers and muftard plaiflers as 
are in conftant ufe, be not moft commonly attended 
_ with pernicious effects ? It is to be obferved, indeed, that 
the patients and their friends feem highly pleafed, and 
exprefs great fatisfaction, if the medical attendant appears 
anxious todo a great deal ; but furely this circumftance 
_ Should not induce us to do more than is really right, or 

even to aflume the apearance of doing it; for we ought 

to remember that AZEDICINE is a liberal and noble 

profeffien, and fhould be practifed with the utmoft de- 

gree of candour; otherwife we injure our patients, de-~ 

ceive ourfelves, and obftruct the improvement of this 
_moft ufeful ert, 


on Me 
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ing the fomach. The patients themfelves, 
for the moft part, are not, fatisfied unlefs 
eight or ten pukes be provoked; and if a 
confiderable quantity of d7/e be not forced 
up in the two or three laft difcharges, they 
conclude that they are but little benefited. 
To produce this effect, repeated dofes of 
tartar emetic are given, in preference to the 
-Indian-root, as the former medicine is more 
_ ative in its operation than the latter; _per- 
haps it is alfo, in fome cafes, preferred, be- 
caufe emetic tartar is confiderably cheaper 
than ipecacuanha. — 

The firft emetic that is exhibited being : fo 
violent in its operation, that it forces up 
the di/e from the gall-bladder, this is con- 
fidered in general as a pofitive proof, that 
the perfon who took it was biltous ; a cir- 
-cumftance which becomes a certain indica- 
tion for the repeated exhibition of tartar 
emetic. — By fuch means the fone of the fro- 
mach is almoft totally deftroyed, the power 
of digeftion is weakened, and the food turns 
acid; then the aphthe, &c. commence. 

The fimulus and violent exertions which 
firong emetics excite, greatly increafe the 
tay Jecretion 


i 
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fecretion from the /ver; fo that the pro- 
pofed remedy occafions the flow of dil, 
which it was intended to remove, and often © 
produces the worft confequences, by cauf- 
ing other diféafes.. It feems alfo proper to 
obferve, that the intention in giving tartar 
emetic being merely to evacuate dik, it is 
adminittered early zn the morning ; and as 
foon as the defired effect is obtained, the 
perfon almoft conftantly expofes himfelf 
indifcreetly, during the reft of the day, to 
the open air, without reflecting that the 
nature and action of vomiting have opened 
the pores on the furface of the body, and 
therefore rendered him liable to catch cold, 
which greatly endangers the conftitution. 
» The local inflammation attending the Glan- 
dular difeafe is fometimes very high, and 
the fever ardent. I will not fay, therefore,. 
that d/eeding from the fy/fem ought never to 
be prefcribed; but the inflammatory fymp- 
toms muft be very mageht indeed, to juitify 
the ufe of it. 

It is remarkable, that whatever reafon 
there may be, from the pudfe and the de- 
hes Se Jever, to expec that the d/ood drawn 
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from perfons habituated to. this malady 
fhould be fAzy, yet that circumftance very 
feldom occurs. : 

A very refpectable gentleman was liable 
to be attacked by this d/eafe. He com- 
plained of an affection of his heads his face 
was florid, and he had every appearance of 
plethora; his pulfe alfo was bard, full, and 
frrong. 1 directed him to lofe eight ounces of 
blood, and was prefent when the operation 
was performed. The d/cod was received in 
‘tea-cups, and flowed from a /arge orifice ina 
fiream: there was not, however, the leaft 
appearance of fze upon it; on the contrary, 
the crafanitntum contained very little coa- 
gulable lymph; it was exceedingly tender, 
and Lit dil ut wits te little Hemingls, that a 
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The SS eaten} that ip htibran is detri- 
mental in this d/order, is derived from the 
experience of ‘many practitioners. Some 
perfons even have died foon after the opera- 


tion *. J have annexed fome inftances, in 


the fecond part, which will prove this fact.

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There is one cafe, in particular, where the- 
Glandular difeafe, which had not exifted be- 
fore, very foon made its appearance after the 
patient had loft blood for a rheumatifin *. 1 
have alfo feen very fatal events, in two or 
three inftances of women jult after delivery, 
where the ufual dijcharges have been very 
foon followed by this complaent. + Ne 

When the znflammation and fever are 
abated, it then becomes the duty of the 
phyfician to counteract, as much as. in his 
power, the predifponent caufe of the dif- 
eafe exifting in the patient's habit of body, 
_and by that means to prevent the frequent 
returns of it. | 

For this purpofe the adminiftration of the 
Peruvian bark is found by experience to be 
highly proper. Chalybeate medicines have 
their ufe. E/eéricity has alfo been tried+; 
and it not only prevents the frequent re~_ 
turns, but alfo leffens the enlargements of 
the parts: perhaps it acts by ftimulating 
the fy/lem, and promoting ab/orption.

I have found that the fowers * of Zinc--, 
given in the dofe of two or three grains, 
twice or thrice in the courfe of the day, 
have been moft effectual in ftrengthening 
the Sifem, and-preventing the return of bes 


difeap. 


I have alfo recommended the liberal ufe 


of fixed air, and, I apprehend, not without 
benefit. 

Cold bathing, although often ferviceable 
in ftrengthening the body, ought to be 
ufed with caution. ‘Fhe continuance in 
the dath ought to be prohibited; for, in 
fwo inftances, I have known fuch a coldnefs 


* Flowers of Zinc, in my opinion, are a moft import- 
ant article in medicine. J have made trial of them, in a 
variety of cafes, with the greateft advantage to the pa- 
tient. My obfervations on their adZion prove, that they 
are not only a powerful anti/pafmodic remedy, but that 
they are alfo poflefied of very great tonic virtues.

brought 
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brought on, that warmth could never be 
excited again, and the perfons died. Cold. 
bathing, however, is certainly ftrenuoufly 
to be advifed, to thofe who have never had 
the diforder, as a preventative. . 

Popular remedies are tartar emetic, given 
very frequently as an emetic, fea-water, 
opium, fulpbur, Barbadoes tar (which latter 
has the beft effect, particularly when opium 
is prejudicial); the «fufions of bitter trees 
and berbs. The topical applications are, 
different kinds of /eaves, camphorated fpirits 
diluted, alum curd and whey, &c. | 

When the d/eafe has been of long conti- 
nuance, and has frequently fallen on the 
fame part, which is confequently become 
very greatly enlarged and callous, 1 am afraid 
that we muft then allow‘it to be beyond the 
reach of our art. In order to prevent, there- 
fore, thefe moft unfightly enlargements, the 
inhabitants of Barbadoes ought to exert their 
utmoft efforts in avoiding the occafonal 
caufes of them. 

A free though prudent mode of living, 
is moft conducive to this effet; but I mutt 
acknowlege, that this advice cannot al- 

| : G4 ways 
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ways be followed; for neceflitous circum=~. 
{tances frequently render this impoffible to 
many unfortunate perfons. ‘Thofe, whom 
Providence has bleffed with affluence, may, 
for the moft part, afcribe the caufe of the 
complaint to their own irregularities. 

If my idea of the remote caufe be not 
altogether chimerical, it will not perhaps be 
impoffible to produce fuch a change in the 
nature of our atmofphere, as wi antittate 
the diforder. | 

The plan to be propofed is fo immedi- 
ately connected with ‘the general welfare 
of this colony, that it cannot fail to be of 
the greateft advantage to pofterity. I would 
_ therefore recommend, for this. purpofe, 
that all perfons poffleffed of a certain quan- 
tity of /and, thould’ be obliged to plant a 
proportionable number of ¢rees on the Jigh- 
eft fituations in their effates; and that in 
every part of the #/and, on both fides of the 
high-roads, the / oftie/i trees, and thofe of the 
guicket growth, fhould be pee at certain 
intervals. 

The execution of this plan, in my opi- 
nion, would: not only moft certainly in- 

vite 
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vite liberal /howers, which would gratify 
the planter’s expectations with plentiful 
crops, and give a beautiful appearance to our 
Ifland; but would moft probably alfo pre- 
vent the Glandular difeafe: for by hifforical 
accounts it appears, that there was a happy 
period in the progrefs of cultivation, about: 
a hundred ot a hundred and ten years ago, 
when the I/and was not fo divefted of woods 
as at prefent; and a fufficient quantity of 
rain fell on the earth to make it very fer= 
tile, and to cool the ar: fo that at that 
time, no doubt, the difeafes of a country to- 
_ tally uncultivated could not exift. Intermit- 
tent and remittent fevers, &c. could not have 
been common, and the dry belly-ach mutt 
have been feldom met with; the G/andu- 
lar difeafe, we are certain, was then entirely 
unknown. The return of our’ country to 
-fuch a ftate is moft ardently to be defired, 
and in my opinion it may be effected. It be~ 
hoves us therefore to exert our moft ftrenu- 
ous endeavours for the igiatnos ake of 


fo laudable a cat 
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Beft Method of preventing the Difeafe con= 
Jfidered. 


HE diforder, which is the fabject of 

this E/ffay, appears fo peculiar to 
Barbadoes, that it may always be efcaped 
by thofe who have it in their power; to 
leave the [fland. J am indeed of opinion, 
when any part of the body is, violently at- 
. tacked with the Glandular difeafe, that the 
beft method of getting rid of it, would be 
to retire into fome other country. ‘This is 
probably the only certain way of avoiding 
the danger attending this, as well as all 
other endemic diforders of any climate.  - ~ 
If it be a fact, that thefe enormous /we/- 
lings of the extremities may often be pre- 
vented, will it not, with fome thew of rea- 
fon, be afked, Why there are fo many me- 
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lancholy inftances of them feen in our’ 


{treets? To anfwer this, I muft in the 
firft place obferve, that the nature of the 


difeafe has been hitherto totally mifunder- — 
ftood. 
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ftood. It has been conceived that an en- 
ormous leg {erved to depurate the body from 
vitiated humours ; and that an endeavour to. 
prevent or cure the complaint was attended) 
with the greateft rifk to the life of the 
patient. This. idea has prevailed fo long, 
that it has, indeed, at length become dan- 
gerous to the reputation of the phy/fician to 
attempt a cure, or/even a prevention of the 
horrid confequences, of the Glandular dif= 
eafe; fo that this uncertainty refpeCing the 
nature of the diforder has given rife to 
timid and ineffectual practice. | 

In the fecond place, the progrefs of the 
malady is flow; for patients are attacked 
with the djorder, perhaps, but feldom, 
and at.each attack the affected part is but 
little increafed in bulk ; till, by this infidi- 
ous procefs, the. /wellmgs infenfibly become 
enormous and trremedtable. 

Eaftly, the poverty of thofe perfons who 
are moft liable to the d/ea/e, and the great 
expence of medicines, very frequently pre- 
vent them from applying for relief. The 
faculty are numerous, and therefore not 
opulent; they are not uncharitable, but 

the 
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the narrownefs of their own circumftances 
often checks their liberality. Indeed the 
country in general ‘is, at this time, no more 
than an inclofure of ruins, in which df= 
trefs and poverty dwell. 

But if it be ordained by Providence, that 
this once fertile and happy colony fhould 
again acquire its ancient, flourifhing condi- 
tion, it will then be in the power of our 
humane inhabitants to eftablith difpenfaries, 
or build Lofpitals; for the reception of the 
poor and afflicted; for I am perfuaded that 
nothing but the general calamitous ftate of 
our country has prevented thefe charitable 
cftabh{bments. 

In order that. the means of cure might 
be more generally and with greater faci- 
lity applied, I think it would be an eligi- 
ble p/an to import parcels of proper medi- 
cines, with printed direétions, and to have 


them fold fo cheap as only to pay the prime 
coft.

I therefore fent copies of the preceding 
pages to feveral of the moft candid and ju- 
dicious of my Medical Friends, with a re- 
queft that they would favour me with fuch 
obfervations and cafes, as were either in 
fupport of, or in contradiction to, my fenti- 
ments, They will fufficiently prove that 
my reafoning is founded on facts. 

A very few Cafes will be met with that 
were under my direction; they were only 
fuch as could not with propriety be 
omitted. | 

I have divided this part of my fubjec& 
into two Sections; the firft contains recent 
Cafes; the fecond, Cafes of long continuance. 
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Containing an Account of recent Cafes of the 
Glandular Difeafe of Barbadoes.

ISS A. S. a healthy young lady, 


aged eleven years, after an expofure 
to cold, being heated by exercife, fudden- 
_ ly felt a derne/in the axilla, and perceived 
ared line leading from thence to the writ. 
The pain in the arm was very great, which 
-was followed by a confiderable /welling of 
the whole limb. It was unattended with ‘ 
‘either ague or fever. No remedies were 
ufed. It was near a month before the 
welling had totally fubfided, and was faid 
to be rheumatifin. | 


CASE 
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Mifs M. D. a healthy young lady, ey 
twenty-fix years, who had for.feveral months 
paft, fince the Surricane, refided in a houfe 
much out of repair, was, about a fortnight 
ago, attacked with the di/éa/e: fhe had a fwel- 
ling and inflammation in a lymphatic gland i in 
the thigh, from whence fhe informed me 
a painful cord went towards the aucle. 
The ancle was very much fwelled, particu- 
larly towards the evening: fhe complain- 
ed of much pain. This lady had no fever.. 
She has for feveral mornings paft taken 
about one drachm and a half of lac. fulphuris, 
as a laxative. She has alfo ufed the dan~ 
dage, and fedative lotion. “fune 22, 178 I, 
the inflammation and fwelling being confi- 
_ derably abated, fhe is this morning direét- 

ed to take one fcruple of the Oronoque Bark 
twice every day, in the forenoon: Dec. 178 1, 
the /welling entirely removed: Sept. 1782, 
has not had a return of the difeafe, and is 
in perfect health.

Mifs 4. C. a healthy young lady, ¢wen- 
ty-four years of age, not being able to re- 
collect any caufe, was fuddenly attacked, © 
three years ago, with all the topical fymp- 

toms of the Glandular difeafe, unattended 
with fever or ague ; fince which time the 
difeafe has returned three or four times in 
the fame manner. une 15,1781, foon after 
perceiving the /ymphatic gland in the axilla 
to be fwelled, anda hard red /ine leading 
to the bend of the elbow, fhe felt a cold- 
nefs in the extreme parts of the body, 
which was followed by the cold fit of fe- 
‘wer, then by ahot one; which laf pa- 
7 roxy{m was terminated by a profufe {weat.

fwelling continuing . above ten days after 
each.

Mifs L. 4. a young lady of ji/teen years 
of age, was attacked with a welling in the 
right groin, and a ine of inflammation which 
reached to the azcle; the extremity on that: 
fide being inflamed, and much {fwelled, 
the difeafe was faid to be rheumatifm. - She 
took feveral dofes of purging mixture, and 
afterwards went into the cold bath every 
morning. The /welling, &c. went entirely | 
off. Seven years after, this lady, having 
flept with her window open, was again ate’ 
tacked with the G/andular complaint, in the 
fame part, and in the fame manner, as be- 
fore; except only that a regular paroxyim 
of fever was excited. 

I attended her in this laft attack, te 
happened about a twelvemonth ago. I di- 
rected a diaphoretic draught, confifting of 
elixir paregoricum and effence of antimony 
during the fever. When the fever was paft, 

I pres 
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I prefcribed a dofe of magnefia alba, and a 
lotion of acet. htharg. and aq. rofar. and had 
a bandage properly applied. The infam- 
mation was removed, the /welling left the 
part, and fhe has had no return of the. dif- 
eafe.

Mrs. E. H. has for feveral years paft 
very frequently had a {welling and zzflam- - 
mation of a lymphatic gland, fituated in the 
bend of the right arm, which {welled to a 
confiderable degree after each attack of 
the Glandular difeafe. It never was accom- 
panied with ague or fever. Atevery return 
of the difeafe fhe ufed to roll the part with / 

-a bandage, which was kept conftantly wet 
with a /otion, compofed of equal parts of 
vinegar and camphorated {pirit of wine: 
there is now no kind of enlargement in the 
‘fore-arim. ‘

Mr. T, Gi aged 2s, after drinking freely 
on November 4th, was obliged to ride fe- 
: Hi2 veral 
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veral miles in the country ; before he re- 
turned he caught co/d, and immediately after 
perceived a /welling in the right ancle, and 
an enlargement of the Inguinal glands on the 
fame fide. 

The /welling and inflammation daily in- 
creafed both in the /eg and glands. At this 
time he bathed in the fea for feveral days ; 
and afterwards continued to.plunge the af- 
fected /eg into the fea for fome confider- 
able time longer. Finding no benefit from 
thefe meafures, but that, on the con- 
trary, the /welling and inflammation daily 
increafed, he took an emetic, and afterwards 
fome purging medicine, with the fame ill 
fuccefs. im 

During this period he had no fever, ex- 
‘cept a fymptomatic one, proceeding from 
the pam and inflammation of his leg, &c, 
He was then advifed to apply a duifer to 
the difeafed extremity: the effet of this 
was, that a confiderable quantity of a /ym- 
phatic fluid, to the amount of eight pints, 
was difcharged in the {pace of ¢qwenty-four 
hours. This difcharge diminifhed the /eg 
contiderably ; but the a4/arption of the Can-

ner impervious. December 1, 1782, he ap- 

peared weak and low-fpirited; the tongue 

foul; the pudfe 96, {mall and hard; the 

bowels free ; the fezm moift.

was, that he perfpired freely, and flept well;

groin was confiderably /welled, much 77 
framed, and very hard. The penis, ferotum, 
and right teflicle were fwelled; the parts 

however had been much more enlarged

. alfo very bard, much fwelled, and inflamed.

The difcharged /ymph was at firft coagu- 
lated by expofure to air; after fome time, it 
was only coagulable by the application of 
beat; and at laft the difcharge was Bare 
aqueous. 

Various remedies were prefcribed by the 
gentlemen of the faculty ; but the difcharge 
from the differ was fo confiderable as ta 
produce an atrophy, in confequence of 


which he died Fanuary 16th, 1783. 
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If the 44fer had not been applied, is it 
not probable, as the Aymphatic glands and 
veflels were fo totally difeafed, that the ex- 
tremity would have continued to fwell till 


it had burft, and that the fame cataftrophe 
would have happened?

Mr. wi May: healthy young man, who 
was fubject to the glandular difeafe, on rif- 
ing from bed in the morning, found that 
he had a flight attack of it, of which he 
complained. He atea hearty breakfatt, and 
afterwards very imprudently went into a 
pond of water. Soon after his return he 
was feized with a violent pain in his dowels, 
the fwelling of the lymphatic gland difap- 
pearing. The pain continued to increafe 
till the afternoon, notwithftanding every 
judicious mode of relief was adminiftered. 
I was called to vifit him at his place of re- 
fidence, afew miles from town ; and went 
without the leaft delay, but found him 
sa His death feemed to be caufed oe a 
mortification of the bowels. :

The cafe of a gentleman of the faculty, who 
had not been in the Jfand more than twelve 
months. 

March.—There appeared a Seidl puftule 
on the /uperior and internal part of my left 
foot, about an zch below the auch ; this 
was foon fucceeded by a flight zflammation 
and fwelling in the foot and ancle, and pain 
in the joiut. Next day the /kin was exco- 
riated, and difcharged a thin, watery hu- 
mour ; but the excoriation being {mall, 
the difcharge was very inconfiderable. It 
continued in this ftate fifteen or fixteen 
days, neither increafing nor diminifhing in 
fize, although I kept my leg in a Aorizontal 
pofition during the greateft part of that 
time. I had very little pain, except in at- 
tempting to put on my fhoe; and at parti- 
cular intervals I felt a very acute pain in 
the fare, for a few /econds, as if fome corro- 
five fubftance had beén applied to it. It 
remained in a crude slag and the difcharge 

continued 
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continued thin and zchorous. On removing 
the drefings, the furface of them next the 
fore had a black colour; the edges were cal- 
fous, but the fore itfelf did not appear foul. 
The i7th, on my rifing in the morning, 
I was furprifed, when I put my foot to the 
ground, to feel a violent pain in the back 
part of my #ft leg, a little below the calf, 
attended with zzflammation, which extended’ 
to about the fize of a dollar, with a pimple in 
the middle, refembling that on my /oor, 
but larger. Another prmple appeared on my 
knee, near the flexor tendons of the deg, where 
a contraction had taken place. The inflam~ 
mation on my /eg gave me exquifite pain in 
walking; but, from its trifling appearance, 
I was not apprehenfive of any farther confe- 
quence. This day I was engaged to dine 
abroad ; during the forenoon I felt myfelf 
confiderably indifpofed, without being able 
to account for my complaint. I went out, 
however, about three o’clock ; had no ap-_ 
petite or inclination for any thing at table ; 
and at dinner-time I felt a pain reaching 
from the fore on my foof along my /eg and 
thigh nearly to the gro; I hag alfoa chill-

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nefs and fhivering, with jfickne/s at the ffo-. 


mach, and other common fymptoms of /e- 
ver. Irode home about five o’clock, and 
had not been there above ten minutes before 
the uneafinefs in my /eg and z2igh increafed 
to fo violent a degree, as to give me excruci- 
ating pain on the {malleft attempt to move | 
or extend my #g. The xaufea became more 
troublefome, but was relieved by vomsting. 
During the night I flept very little; my 
pulfe was quicker than ufual, and the Seat 
of my /#im was nearly natural, except in the 
foles of my feet, where it. was increafed. 
The chillne/s and rigor were not near fo vio= 
lent as they commonly are in zutermittent 
fevers. My urine was very high coloured. 
I had a difficulty in breathing, and a fevere 
pain in my ancles and knees. I was fenfible of 
the fame pain in my right leg and thigh, but 
in a lefs degree; and pu/fules appeared in 
much the fame place as in the /e/t /eg and 
thigh, On the 18th, in the morning, I per- 
ceived a fireak of red, running from my ancle 
to my groin; where the inflammation {pread 
more, and the glands were a little enlarged 
and indurated. The pain in my /eg, and con- 
traction in the flexors, continued for five | 

| : days eg 
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— days, after which the pain gradually abated. 
The appearance of inflammation and the 
tenfion remained in my &g, accompanied 
with that /hining, pale red, to be obferved in 
the ery/ipelas; to which difeafe Iam inclined 
to believe that this diftemper bears a near 
affinity. The colour changed on the fourth 
day from a red to a dark livid appearance, for

Mr. 4. C. a gentleman aged 20, a na- 
tive of Barbadoes, has for two years paft 
been fubjeét to the Glandular complaint. It 
feized him at firft in the following manner: 
About twelve hours before the commence- 
ment of the fever, he was fenfible of a red 
Jireak running along the infide of the zhzgh to 
the sam, attended with a tightnefs and pain; 
and about an our before the attack of the 
cold fit, he perceived an enlargement of the 
inguinal glands on the fame fide. ‘The cold 
jt was foon fucceeded by eat, fever, &c. 
which continued for three days, with im- 
perfect remiflions towards morning; at the 
expiration of this time, both the freak and 
enlargement of the glands difappeared. This 
attack was not attended with any enlarge- 
ment of the keg. About two weeks after, he 
was feized with the fame complaint, but the 
symptoms were different ; he did not at this 
time perceive any freak ; there was only an 
enlargement of the glands in the grom, of 
which he was fenfible {everal hours before 
_ the 
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the commencement of the cold fit. The cold 
ft, as ufual, was foon fucceeded by deat, &c. 
and the fever went off by a profufe /weat. 
This paroxy{m ended in twenty-four hours. 
As the fever left him, his 4g below the 
knee began to {well, with confiderable z- 
flammation; the inflammation went off ina 
few days; but the fwelling has never been — 
entirely reduced, unlefs when he has been 
long confined to his bed. ‘The attacks are 
‘now more frequent (¢en or twelve times in 
the {pace of a year), and always in the fame 
manner as above defcribed; with this only 
variation, that the zzflammation fometimes 
affects one /eg, and fometimes the other. 
Some months ago, after a very fevere at- 
tack, a great number of {mall prmples broke 
out on his /eg, accompanied with zfching ; 
thefe, when fcratched, difcharged a great — 
quantity of a thin, lymphatic fluid, which 
coagulated on being expofed to the air. 
This difcharge continued for two months, 
and reduced the /welling confiderably.

Mr..W. T. aged forty, during a refidence 
of thirteen years in Barbadoes, has had two 
attacks of the Glandular difeafe ; in both 

which. the /eft tefficle was the part affected. 
April 3, 1782, he began to feel a pain and 
uneafinefs in the ¢e/ficle which had formerly 
been the feat of the difea/e, and alfo an ex- 
largement of the zxguinal glands of the fame 
fide ; about wo hours after, he was feized 
with a rzgor, and violent pains in his Joms; 

the fefticle alfo began to fwel/, and the pain — 
was exquifite; the rigor was foon fuc- 
ceeded by eat, thirft, dry parched fkin, 
quick pulfe, and an increafe of inflammation 
in the part affected... At this time a full 
dofe of opium was given, /fools were pro- 
cured by Jaxative clyfers, and a difcutient, 
anodyne poultice was applied all over, the 
ferotum. The opium {oon relieved the pain, | 
but the ot fRin, anxiety, quick pulfe, &c. 
continued, or rather increafed. He drank 

freely of crem. tart. whey, and had a purg- 

ing mixture given, which procured feveral 

copious 
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copious evacuations. Next day every thing 
continued much in the fame fituation, ex- 
cept the pain, which was confiderably re- 
lieved. ‘The opium was again repeated, join- — 
ed with camphor and tartar emetic; and in- 
ftead of the poultice, a {olution of crude /a/t 
ammon. in vinegar was applied to the ¢efficle. 
‘The opium and antimony {oon procured a 
diaphorefis on the fkin, and. relieved the 
heat, anxiety, and other uneafy fymptoms. 
‘The fame medicines were repeated at bed- 
time, and with the fame happy effect; fo 
that next morning the fever had entirely 
left him. The /welling of the fefficle began 
alfo to fubfide, and the pain was inconfi- 
derable. The fame external applications 
were continued, and he began the ufe of 
the Jerk. From this time he recovered 
daily, and his ze/ficle was foon reduced te 
the natural fize.. No hardnefs was left in 
the inguinal gland. ‘This gentleman has been 
the father of:feveral children. :

. H. a mulatto woman, has been fub- 
je& to the Glandular complaint for three 
: i years 
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years paft. Its attacks are frequent, but at. 
no regular intervals; commonly, however, 
eight or ten times in the courfe of a year. 
She is feized with a rigor, which conti- 
nues for an hour or two ; and, upon exami- 
nation, feels the glands in the grom en- 
larged, with a red freak running from the 
groin to the am, in the courfe of the fym-. 
phatic veffels. Immediately after the Sot 
fécommences; which is fucceeded by /weat- 
mg, and a ceffation of the fedrile fymptoms : 
this paroxyf{m is commonly at an end in 
twenty-four hours. -As the fever goes off, 
the /welling and inflammation of her leg take 
place, and continue for feveral days, at which 
time the pain and inflammation alfo go off ; 
but the /welling continues confiderable in 
the intervals. She never has any return of 
fever after the firft period; but has always 
found that any fmall ulcer or irritation 
about the éces of the foot affected, will cer- 
tainly bring on a frefh attack.

/ April 22,1782. I had been only four~ 
oad months in Antigua, when, in *fuly laf, 
I was affected with a difeafe, which appears 
to have been nearly of the fame,nature with 
the ague and fever, fo common in this 
Jfland. The firff fymptors I experienced . 
were, a flifine/s and aching pain in the upper 
part of my right arm and fhoulder. The | 
next morning I found a fmall /we/ing’ on 


my groin, and felt the fame kind of pain ~ « 


and ftiffnefs in my right thigh. Thefe lat- 
ter fymptoms difappeared in the courfe of 
five or fix days; but the complaint in my 
arm continually increafed, and foon became 
extremely troublefome. In about.a fort- 
_ night the paia and /liffne/t had gradually de- 
{cended from the /houlder to within two or 
three inches of the writ, chiefly affecting 
_the infide of the arm, which was fo much 

_ bent as to form nearly a right angle at the 
elbow. Any attempt to ftraighten it was 
attended with exceflive pain. Two or three 
| Ere | tendons 
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tendons * appeared particularly contracted, 
and their courfe was marked with a nar- 
row red fireak. On pafling the fingers | 
down them, they felt like cords tightly 
ftrained, with feveral {mall knots or knobs 
upon them nearly of half the fize of a pea, 
at intervals of two or three inches. 

My arm was little fwoln till the expira- 
tion of the firft fortnight, when a violent 
fwelling and inflammation commenced near 
the /houlder, and in about fen days gradually 
fell down to the fingers ends, when it to- 
tally difappeared. 

The parts affected, fo far from becoming — 
in any degree forpid or benumbed (which I 
_ underftand to be a common fymptom in the 
~ more advanced ftages of this diforder), were 
exquifitely fenfible, the flighteft touch oc- 
cafioning violent pain. 

After the /welling had Een a fubfided, 
the contraétion gradually decreafed ; and in 
about a fortnight or three weeks,more, I — 
recovered the perfect ufe of my arm. 

During this illnefs I had very little fever, 
probably not more than would have been 


* By thefe he means dymphatic veffels. 
I occafioned 
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occafioned by an equal degree of pain and 
inflammation arifing from any ordinary dif- 
eafe. Dr..B. who attended-me, called my 
complaint an odfruétion in the lymphatic 
veffels; but being myfelf fo ignorant on 
this fubject, as not even to know what thefe 
veffels are, I cannot prefume to form my 
judgment on his opinion. I followed the 
courfe of medicine he advifed near three 

weeks, without finding any fenfible effect. 
Since my arrival in this Hand, in Septem- 
ber laft, I have every five or fx weeks felt 
returns of the pam and /iffnefs either in 
my right arm or right thigh, fometimes in 
both. But thefe have never continued 
longer than five or fix days; nor have they 
been attended with the contraction and in- 
flammation I experienced at Antigua: ex- 
cept indeed in the laft inftance, which hap- 
pened while I was at Mr. B—’s, in Febru- 
ary, when thefe fymptoms appeared, though 
not with their former violence or duration. 
The contraction was flight, the /welling fub- 
fided in a few days, without. defcending

Being much alarmed at this attack, T 
had again recourfe to Dr. B.’s pills; and 
was furprifed to find that feven or eight 
of them affe@ted my mouth; though I had 
taken more than double that number at 
Antigua without experiencing any inconve- 
nience. )

Mifs S—, aged /ixteen, formerly regu- 
lar as to her menfes, and much troubled 
with zervous complaints, had an attack of 
the Glandular difeafe. or fome time pre- 
vious to 6th May, 1783, fhe had been 
troubled with an ill-conditioned fore on her 
foot, which gave her great pain, and was 
with difficulty healed. During that period 
‘fhe frequently complained of a Stiffnefs in

The difcharge for eight or ten days conti- 

nued purulent, and then changed into a 

thin, tranfparent fluid. "This fluid did. not 

coagulate on expofure to the ar, but a {mall 

degree of 4eat rendered it a perfect jelly. 

On. Fuly 28th fhe again perceived the pain 

in her groim, and red ftreak in the thigh ; 

and “fuly 29th was attacked with fever, but 

had no co/d fit: this continued for feveral 

days, and was attended with great irritabi- 

lity of the /fomach and dowels. At the 

commencement of this fecond attacke; the di/- 

charge from her /eg put on the appearance 

of curdled milk, and in a few days became 

again purulent.

Mr. ¥. O. D. aged twenty-two, a gentle 
man and native of Barbadoes, has been fub- 
ject to the Glandular difeafe fince feven years 
of age. It firft feized: him after a fevere 
attack.of rheumatifm, for which he had 
been blooded. The manner in which the 
fymptoms all along have made their ap- 
pearance; to the beft of his mate is 

as follows: 

He. is fenfible of a pain and /wellng in the 
groin, about an hour before the cold fit com- 
mences, which continues for about half an 
hour; and 1s fucceeded by a fmart fever, 
which lafts for the moft part about twenty- 
four hours. The fwelling in the thigh, and 
inflammation, take place. immediately after 
the commencement of the Jot fit, and con- 

tinue for three or four days; at the expira- 
tion of which time the inflammation difap- 
pears, but the enlargement, till lately, always 
received an augmentation from each attack.

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The local difeafe has all along been confined 
to his thigh. From the age of /even to 
_ -wineteen, the attacks were frequent and fe- 
vere, moft commonly once in a week.

Colonel B. G. aged fifty, of a fanguineous 
temperament, has, fince the age of twelve, 
been fubject to the Glandular difeafe. When : 
he was firft feized, it attacked him in the 
following manner :—A pazn and /welling of 
the znguinal gland were perceived for an 
hour or two before the cold fit. This was 
foon fucceeded by fever, &c.: at this time 
alfo the zzflammation of the /eg took place, 
and commonly continued for feveral days ; 
the fever, however, generally went off in 
twenty-four hours by a copious perfpiration. 
At this period, and for many years after, 
thé attacks were fevere, and the intervals 
fhort. About twenty-eight years ago he 
applied to Dr. Hillary, and. by his direc- 
tions took feveral medicines, confifling — 
principally of dark and mercury.

this, and in all the fubfequent attacks, there 
was no {welling in the groim, nor any cold 
fit. For fome years paft he has had feveral 
fevere attacks, in neither of which has the 
Jeg been much affected, and in the laft not 
at all. The fever, however, has been pe- 
culiarly fevere, accompanied with violent 
head-ach, and more or lefs dehrium.

An elderly woman, accuftomed to have 
this dfeafe with fome violence, in fupping 
on fifh, unfortunately {wallowed a bone. 
In ¢wo or three days the zhroat {welled fo 
much, and grew fo painful, that fluids only 
could be fwallowed, and thofe with the 
utmoft difficulty. I was cailed to attend 
her. Venefettion feemed the chief indica- 
tion to afford relief. I was however cau- 
tious in directing it, and tequefted that the 
Surgeon of the greateft fkill in his profef- 
_fion fheuld be called in confultation. I was 
eenri. met 
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met by Dr. Brandford. The danger had 


by this time greatly increafed. Suffocation 
was every inftant expected: little elfe 
could be done but bleeding. Accordingly, 
having candidly explained the matter both 
to the patient and her friends, permiffion 
was obtained, and two {mall tea-cups full 
of blood were taken from her arm. The 
blood was very fizy; and the evacuation 
gave immediate relief. Other applications 
were made with temporary advantage. __ 

In the night all the bad fymptoms ap- 
peared again. Mr. Brandford being indit- 
pofed, I now vilited the lady without hav- 
ing his judicious affiftance. I found the 
patient’s fituation fo critical, that without 


the lofs of blood refpiration could not go 


on; and therefore propofed to all her friends 
prefent once more to try a dangerous re- 


medy, rather than let her expire. They 


confented, and I ordered only one tea-cup 
and a half of blood to be taken from .the 
fame orifice that was made in the morning. 
This operation alfo gave inftant and great 
relief; but in a fhort time after fhe was at- 


tacked with the Glandular difeafe, with

o> Mr. Daniel Mafiah, aged fifty-three,,of | 
the ‘Yewi/h religion; was of a fanguine= 
0US s melancholic temperament, and much ad- 
diced to amorous pleafures.. He-hadia very 
white fi; and very. ftrong black hair ;. had 
always lived a very regular life; was a very 
healthy boy till eighteen, when he was at- 
tacked with a difea/e,.which at that period 
ywas. very unufual. indeed... Without any 
‘Anown caufe, he complained of a forene/s and 
Sivelling in the £ft grom...When he. hail 
elt this about a quarter of an hour, he was 
feized with the cold fit of fever’; a burning, 
hot fever fucceeded, which was followed by 
a profufe fweating. The whole paroxy/m was 
accompanied with violent paius of the bead 
and back, and: great s/ickne/s at the flomach, 
and reaching. This firft attack, left very 
little Jwelting in the left anele. From this 
fit, for the fourfollowing years, he had this 
Boiine ft K difvafe 
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difeafe in the fame manner, about once a 
month, with a gradual increafe of the “ft 
leg; fo that it became eighteen or twenty 
inches round the ca/f. ‘The medicines he had - 
taken were, firft the copious ufe of ag. calc. 
without any advantage ; afterwards he was 
under a courfe of mercury, which he afferts | 
did him much injury. After he was ¢wen- 
ty-two years of age, the attacks to this time’ 
have been five, fix, feven, or eight times each , 
year.’ From the year 1764, being then 
about ¢hirty-fix, he has been irregularly at-_ 
tacked, fometimes in the right and fome- 
times in the ft /eg; each time the legs. 
were left larger and larger. At the age of 
thirty-nine, the right leg was confiderably 
increafed in fize. In the center of the calf’ 
‘of this eg there arofe a lump as big as a, 
goofe’s egg, which burft of itfelf, and dif 
charged a fluid as clear as water, in large” 
quantity. The /welling abated ; but each 
fucceeding attack left the /eg fo increafed 
in bulk, that at this time it meafures therty= 
jx mehes in every part of the eg, from.be= 
low the &neeto the ancl. The feet of both 
fegs.are of their natural fize, The deft leg

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‘meafures fwenty-fix inches. ‘The fwelling is 
very fmooth, except on the right heel, where 
there are great excrefcences, which have the 
appearance of large corns or warts. The 
increafe of the /egs feems to have been fo 
gradual, that he has not been in the leaft. 
fenfible of it; nor has he experienced any 


other inconvenience from the difeafe, ex-_ . 


cept when he has been weakened by fick- 
nefs, and then he feels his /egs heavy. 

- During the firft fxteen years of his being 
fubje& to the difea/e, the local affections were 
always evident. Since that time, that is; 
for about ¢wenty years paft, but more parti- 
cularly lately, he has fcarce been able to 
determine whether the /oca/ fymptoms or 
the cold fit came on firft. He fays, that 
lately he finds the firft /oca/ fymptom to be 
a purple hue on the finger nails, and a great 
coldnefs in the palms of the bands.

Mr. R. the father of children, had for 
many years been afflicted with the Glandu-.

a fhort time, attended .with fever, the. 
ferotum. was exceedingly fwelled, and much 
inflamed. Mr. ‘fobn Hartle, a well-in- 
formed practitioner of the medical art, vifited 
this gentleman, and ordered repeated apphca- 
tions Of emollient fomentations and cataplafms, 
without effect. In the year 1774, the fol- 
lowing circumftance happened :—This gen- 
tleman being feized with the ufual fymp- 
toms, his /crotum was. much diftended and 
inflamed. He was fuddenly awaked, early 
in the morning, with a difagreeable wet- 
nefs about the ¢4ighs. On examination he 
found a fluid iffuing from a crack in the 
Shin of the ferotum. — | 

He received fome of this ‘Suid | in a ba/on, 
to the quantity of fx or eight ounces: it 

AD: was 
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was thin, and fomewhat difcoloured with 
blood. Before this difcharge had ftood in 
the dafon an hour, in which time Mr. 
Hartle was with his patient, he found, on 
examination, that the whole had become a 
perfect coagulum of a milky appearance, in- 
termixed with the difcoloured Avid fluid, 
which had alfo coagulated. A few months 
after this he had another attack, attended 
with a fimilar difcharge from the ferotum ; 
in confequence of which the /crotum was 
nearly reduced to its natural fize. He has: 
not fince had any return of the dea/e.

I poured guickflver firft into 
that 4ymphatic which begins below the zzzer 
ancle, and which appeared furprizingly dif- 
tended; but it could not long refift the 
guickfilver in that ftate, for the coats gave 
way in ¢wo or three different places. I then 
endeavoured to inject that 4ymphatic which 
runs on the top of the foot, but it would 
not by any means bear the gusck/lver ; for 
as it was pufhed on, the coats gave way, 
and appeared throughout quite extenuated.

All the deeper-feated veffels, at the back 
part, appeared in a better ftate, and were but 
‘Jittle enlarged, — The lymphatic glands, where

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I could find them, appeared flaccidand pale, 


and were covered with a gelatinous fluid:
